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Labour’s proposal 
on ‘Who’s a Jew’

TEL AVIV. - The religious lobby in 
the Knesset yesterday rejected 
Labour MK Rafael Edri’s comprom- 
ise whereby the “Who's a Jew-” 
legislation would be debated in the 
House tomorrow but would not be 
brought to a vote for at least a 
month, during which a committee 
would seek a formula to satisfy all 
parties concerned. 

The Orthodox MKs last night dis- 
cussed Edri’s proposal. Edri 
attended the meeting but could not 
persuade them to agree to defer the 
vote. The lobby's line is that they will 
move for a preliminary vote, and 
that the committee proposed by 
Labour can start its work anyway 
because the amendment will* not 
come up for first, second and final 
readings for a few weeks. 

The controversial “Who's a Jew" 
amendment was officially . placed on 
the Knesset agenda yesterday, and is 
scheduled to be put to a vote tomor- 
row. Both proponents and oppo- 
nents planned a full mobilization of 
MKs and ministers, including bring- 


ing home those abroad. Knesset 
watchers say the two sides are so 
evenly matched that a single vote 
could decide the issue either way. 

Nine orthodox MKs yesterday, 
placed an amendment to the Law of 
Return on the Knesset’s agenda for 
tomorrow, which stipulates that only 
conversion according to Halacha is 
acceptable. 

This amendment may not be the 
only one dealing with the issue in the 
House tomorrow . MK Elazar Gra- 
not of Mapam is proposing legisla- 
tion that would make it impossible to 
amend the law without the support 
of at least 80 MKs. Granot maintains 
that tampering with so significant a 
law cannot be allowed to a simple or 
a chance majority. 

Another legislative initiative may 
come from the Citizens Rights 
Movement and MK Yitzhak Aitzi of 
the Independent Liberals faction in 
the Alignment. They will seek to 
make any conversion at all accept- 
able in Israel. Their amendment will 
clarify that a Jew is anyone who so 
identifies himself, who has been con-

Sharon-Time libel 
case goes to jury

NEW YORK. - The Ariel Sharon 
vs. Time magazine libel trial went to 
the jury late yesterday afternoon 
m after Federal Court Judge Abraham 

“ Sofacr charged the six-member 

panel to deride on three separate 
and distinct aspects of the case: de- 
famatory meaning, falsi ty and actual 
malice. 

In his instructions to the jury. 
Sofaer asked them to decide whether 
the contested paragraph in Time’s 
artide, “The Verdict is Guilty" de- 
famed Sharon; whether lawyers for 
Sharon had proven the falsity of the 
facts in the paragraph; and whether 
anyone at Time responsible for re- 
cording. writing, editing or pub- 
. ' lishing the paragraph had done so 
- with actual malice. 

The jury is to focus on each of 
these questions separately. A ruling 
in favour of Time on any of the three 
points would decide the case in the 
magazine's favour, and render 
irrelevant consideration of the other 
two issues. 

Sofaer explained to the jury that 
to find that Time's paragraph had 
defamatory meaning, the jury would 


have to conclude that either the 
paragraph meant that Sharon “con- 
sciously intended” to permit the 
Phalangjsts to take revenge or that 
he "actively encouraged” them in 
their intention to do so. 

On the issue of falsity, the judge 
asked the jury to decide whether 
Sharon had proven that he did not 
engage in any discussion with Pha- 
langists, prior to the massacre, about 
the need to take revenge for the 
death of Bashir Jemayel. 

Sofaer made clear that the jury 
could find actual malice if it became 
convinced that any responsible Time 
employee, including correspondent 
David Halevy, fabricated, exagger- 
ated or distorted the information 
Halevy received, or that any em- 
ployee knew in advance that the 
paragraph was false or probably un- 
true. 

The jury could also find against 
Time if it derides that Time person- 
nel disregarded substantial evidence 
that the paragraph at issue was prob- 
ably false. 

Deliberations were expected to 
continue today.

Hospitals receiye funds, 
^but still face closure

The Treasury yesterday released 
an unspecified amount of cash from 
an emergency fund after Health 
Minister Mur’dechai Gur and Fi- 
nance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i held 
an early-morning meeting on the 
.financial crisis confronting the coun- 
try's hospitals. However, Health 
Ministry officials said the money is 
not enough to prevent the need to 
implement at least part of the 
emergency directives issued by the 
ministry’s director-general. Profes- 
sor Dan Michaeli. 

t V At the Haim Sheba Medical Cen- 
r ire in Tel Hashomer yesterday, hos- 
pital directors from air sectors met to 
discuss ways of providing essential 
health services during this critical 
period. They told Michaeli that they 
were operating on the lowest possi- 
ble cash flow and they agreed it was 
going to be necessary to start dosing 
outpatient clinics, departments and 
possibly even hospitals in the next 
few davs. 


Most of the concern expressed was 
that die emergency plans be coordin- 
ated in each area so that closures are 
staggered. If one hospital closes its 
outpatient department, then 
another would dose its emergency 
rooms, for example, thereby making 
sure that at least one hospital is 
providing the necessary services. 

Representatives of the doctors, 
nurses and hospital workers associa- 
tions told the directors they are con- 
cerned over the deterioration in the 
level of care they are able to provide. 
They declared they would see the 
hospitals dosed before they would 
see them "destroyed from the stand- 
point of decent medicine.” 

Representatives of the three asso- 
ciations are to meet today to discuss 
future steps. 

The Treasury was adamant last 
night that there is no more money for 
the hospitals and that the hospitals, 
whose debts have reached some IS20 
billion and whose supply sources

Index Day’ 
predictions: 
Lowest rise 
since 1983

The Consumer Price Index for 
December, to be announced this 
afternoon, is expected to be the 
lowest since mid-1983. The range' of 
predictions is from a high of 8 per 
cent to a low of 4-5 per cent. 

The last month in which prices 
rose by less than 10 per cent was 
September 1983, when the index 
rose 9 per cent. 

If the inflation rate for January is 
also low, so that rhe total of Decem- 
ber and January is less than 12 per 
cent, no cost-of-living allowance 
adjustment will have to be paid until 
April 1 . This consideration will be of 
great importance to all the parties 
negotiating the follow-up package 
deal. 

Histadrut and government 
sources alike yesterday expressed 
the hope that with the publication of 
the December index, the sluggish 
pace of the negotiations would speed 
up. There is increasing concern 
throughout the economy that the 
three months of the first package 
deal will be seen to have been wasted 
and a second deal will be impossible 
to put together against this back- 
ground. 

In recent days the evidence has 
been mounting that the first package 
deal is crumbling on several fronts: 

Consumer purchases: After a very 
quiet November, shoppers began 
trickling back to the stores during 
December. Over the last two weeks 
this has become a major spending 
spree, with consumers almost 
plundering electronic and other dur- 
ables that are still available in the 
shops. However, many retailers 
complain that they cannot replenish 
their dwindling stocks, since their 
suppliers are holding back their own 
inventories, until the prices are ad- 
justed. 

Nevertheless, whatever is in the 
shops is being snapped up in ex- 
pectation of price rises before a new 
package deal comes into forex. 

Savings: The money for the" spend- 
ing binge is coming primarily from 
personal savings. The investing pub- 
lic has proved its astuteness in choos- 
ing to cash in index-linked funds 
after a month in which the index was 
very low, so that the "built-in" loss 
of one index would be minimized. 

The recent talk of "excising" price 
rises in subsidized goods from the 
CPI has only added a note of panic to 
otherwise rational decision-making. 
If the Treasury's firm dismissal of the 
H(s tad rut's proposal is not fully 
accepted by the public, or talk of

IDF to start withdrawal from 
Lebanon within five weeks

Israel will withdraw its troops 
from Sidon and its environs with- 
in five weeks, as the first stage of 
a general withdrawal from south 
Lebanon announced by the 
cabinet yesterday. 

Sixteen ministers voted for the 
withdrawal, with six Likud ministers 
opposing it. Vice Premier and Likud 
leader Yitzhak 5hamir said Israel's 
enemies would regard the withdraw- 
al plan as “a capitulation'' and "a 
sun-ender." 

Prime Minister Shimon Peres, in 
an emotional summation speech, de- 
clared: "We have been sitting in 
Lebanon for three years - and there 
are still some who ask. 'What's the 
hurry (to withdraw)?' " 

Peres warned that Israel's occupa- 
tion was "turning Lebanon into a 
(hostile) Shi’ite country. And the 
longer we stay there - the more this 
is the case." 

The withdrawal will be conducted 
in three stages. No time-frame has 
been determined for the second 
stage - a pullback on the eastern 
front - or for the final stage. But 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said last night he hoped the with- 
drawal could be completed in a mat- 
ter of months. 

Rabin said the Israel Defence 
Forces would then pursue a "mobile, 
aggressive" strategy of defending 
the north of the country from behind 
the international border. It would 
not hesitate, he said, to “go back in 


Cabinet communique on withdrawal 

At the special cabinet meeting yesterday the cabinet resolved that: 

A) The Israel Defence Forces will redeploy along Israel's northern 
border.The government will do everything required to guarantee the security 
of the Galilee. 

B) The redeployment will be implemented in three major phases: 

Phase 1 - in the western sector of Lebanon, the IDF will withdraw from the 
Sidon area and deploy in the Litani-Nabatiya region. 

Phase 2 - in the eastern sector of Lebanon, the IDF will deploy in the 
Hasbaya region. 

Phase 3 - the IDF will deploy along the Israeli-Lebanese international 
border while maintaining a zone in southern Lebanon where local forces 
(SLA) will operate with IDF backing. 

C) Phase 1 will be carried out within five weeks of this decision. An 
announcement on the timetable will be submitted in advance to the Lebanese 
government and the UN Secretariat in order to permit them to organize and 
deploy forces in the area the IDF will vacate. 

Timerables for each additional phase will be decided by the cabinet. 
Throughout all the phases, efforts to reach diplomatic agreements will 
continue.

The cabinet decision specified that 
after the final withdrawal. Israel 
would “maintain" a security zone 
across the border, policed by local 
militias in close coordination with 
the IDF. 

Rabin stressed that Israel would 
seek a diplomatic accord before the 
first-stage pullback, whereby the 
Lebanese army and/or Unifil would 
take over Sidon and the surrounding 
areas after they are vacated by the 
IDF. The defence minister is to meet 
this morning with the UN 
Undersecretary-General Brian Ur- 


qubart. who flew in iast night for a 
shuttling attempt at mediation. Ur- 
quhart will go to Beirut and Damas- 
cus. returning to Jerusalem at the 
end of the week. 

Rabin said the five-weeks before 
the first pullback would be a “test" 
of Lebanon's oft-stated claim that its 
own armed forces are capable of 
keeping the peace in any areas va- 
cated by Israel. 

“The people of Israel, and the 
entire world, will know that we have 
given ample time and opportunity 
for the area to be taken over... in an 
orderly way". Rabin said, "without 
unrest, bloodshed and 
violence...

Two IDF soldiers killed, 7 hurt in Lebanon

METULLA. - Two Israeli soldiers 
were killed yesterday and seven in- 
jured when two large charges were 
detonated two hours apart" near a- 
Ghazi, four kilometres east of the 
Kassemiye Bridge and just north of 
the Litani River. 

Four South Lebanese were also 
injured' in the explosions. Of the 
Israeli wounded, one is in serious 
condition, one is in moderate condi- 
tion, and five were wounded lightly. 

The blast took place in the region 
where the Israel Defence Forces are 
to redeploy in the first phase of the 
withdrawal. 

Reserve Captain Yosef Marmel- 
stein, 25, of Ramat Gan and another 
soldier, whose name has not yet 
been released, were killed by the 
explosion of the first 20-kilogram 
charge, at 11 a.m. just as Marmel- 
stein told his patrol that a roadside 
charge planted at the same site had 


been safely dismantled 2 VS weeks 
earlier. Two other soldiers on the 
patrol, which consisted of a jeep and 
a command-car. were injured, as 
were two local residents passing 
through the area on a motorscooter. 
The patrol’s jeep overturned when 
the bomb went off. 

Israel Defence Forces troops cal- 
led to the area clamped a curfew on 
-surronnding'villages and conducted 
searches, during which a second 20- 
kg charge was detonated 10 metres 
from the first. Five soldiers, includ- 
ing an officer, and two local civilians 
were injured in the second explo- 
sion. 


Israel Air Force helicopters 
brought medics to the site, and the 
IDF injured and one South 
Lebanese were transferred to Ram- 
bam hospital in Haifa after receiving 
emergency treatment on the spot. 
The three" other injured residents 
were taken to local clinics. 

IDF sources note that the region 
where the bombs, went off had been 
quiet in recent months. 

Investigation revealed that the 
two charges were well-disguised and 
activated by radio. Sources believe 
the attacks were perpetrated by 
Shi'ite extremists.

Israel's withdrawal derision 
was not conditional upon the success 
of these diplomatic efforts. The IDF 
would pull out in five weeks, accord- 
ing to the cabinet decision. It would 
then take stock of the results and 
ramifications of its move before re- 
commending to the cabinet the tim- 
ing of the second-stage withdrawal. 

Yesterday's cabinet decision fol- 
lowed a day of efforts by Likud 
ministers to evolve a formulation 
that could satisfy both moderates 
and hardliners in the cabinet. Justice 
Minister Moshe Nissim suggested 
that the cabinet deride only on the 
first-stage pullback, leaving the fu- 
ture moves to be discussed and de- 
cided in light of this initial step. 
Nissim's proposal would also not 
have mentioned specifically the ulti- 
■mate aim of retiring behind the inter- 
national border. 

But Peres and Rabin would not 
accept this deliberate vagueness. 
“We should have learned from the 
past." Rabin explained later on tele- 
vision, "not to rake derisions that do 
not project where we are going two 
or three steps farther along the 
road." It would be “wrong to take a 
decision that was not shaped by a 
comprehensive strategic approach," 
Rabin added.

More than 400 Mlled in 
Ethiopian train crash 


ADDIS ABABA (Reuter). - About 
430 passengers were killed and more 
than 500 were injured on Sunday 
night when several coaches of a 
Djibouti-bound train plunged into a 
deep ravine in eastern Ethiopia. 

A railway official said the exact 
cause of the accident was nor yet 
known. 

The most seriously injured pas- 
sengers were being evacuated by 
helicopter to hospitals in eastern 
Ethiopia, he said. 

Sources said Ethiopian Informa- 
tion Minister Feleke Giorgis was on 
his way to the scene of the disaster, 
near Awash, some 250 kilometres 
east of here. 

The sources said the train was 
carrying about 1,000 passengers 
when it went off the rails at a crossing 
point, sending several packed 
coaches crashing into the ravine. 

The accident happened on the 
picturesque, narrow gauge, 800km. 
railway line linking Ethiopia with 
Djibouti on the Red Sea. 

Hie line, which is vital for Ethio- 
pian trade, was built at the turn of 


the century by French and Ethiopian 
engineers in the time of Emperor 
Men e Ilk H. 

In the worst previous train wreck 
in recent history. 268 people were 
killed and 340 missing after an over- 
crowded train was blown off a bridge 
over the Kosi river in northern India 
during a cyclonic storm on June 6. 
1981. 
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State steps in but fails 
to save £ from collapse 

LONDON (Reuter). - The British 
government yesterday took drastic 
action to halt the collapse of the 
pound sterling, sharply pushing up 
interest rates to 12 per cent and 
temporarily abandoning its previous 
hands-off policy. 

Sterling hit a* record low in Asian 
trading early yesterday, sinking to 
SI. 10. Shortly afterwards, in Lon- 
don, the Bank of England 
announced it was resurrecting for 
one day only, its Minimum Lending 
Rate (MLR), setting it at 12 per 
cent. The four big British banks 
immediately followed the lead, lift- 
ing their rate of 10.5 per cent to 
match the state bank's 12 per cent 
from 10.5 per cent, and the pound's 
rate rose to Si. 13. 

But the recover}' did not last, and 
the battered currency closed in Lon- 
don at $1.1115. (Full report on Page

Ata receivers ask 
IS120m. for services

HAIFA. - Advocates Yoel Salomon 
and Lipper Meir are claiming a!S120 
million “interim” fee for their ser- 
vices as receivers of the Ata textile 
concern. 

Their application was submitted 
to Haifa District Court Judge Eliezer 
Bar on Sunday and was to have been 
heard yesterday. But Bar adjourned 
the hearing to a later date, pending 
an examination of the claim and the 
calculations on which it is based. 

The Jerusalem Post learned that 
Bar intends to discuss the matter 
with all the other interested parties 
before deciding whether to approve 
payment of the amount. 

the intermediate fee requested by 
the receivers is for the period from 
their appointment last November 1 
to the present. The total bill will be 
calculated only at the end of the 
22-month recovery programme, un- 
less a buyer appears before that. 

In their application. Salomon and 
Lipper asked the judge to take into 


consideration that they had faced 
unprecedented judicial, economic, 
social and political challenges in 
their handling of Ata's affairs. They 
noted that Ata was one of the biggest 
industrial concerns in Israel, provid- 
ing a livelihood for a whole town. 

Furthermore, they said, the 
period of their receivership had 
occurred at a critical time socially, 
economically and politically, and 
had involved many complex prob- 
lems. 

They added that their legal team 
had consisted of seven lawyers, an 
auditor, an economist, four articled 
clerks and several secretaries. 

The application was broken down 
into IS60 million for being the re- 
ceivers of the Ata concern, IS50m. 
for Teta ( Ata’s retail subsidiary) and 
a further ISlQm. for Ata Kurdaneh. 

Ata's new general manager, in- 
dustrialist Eliezer Peleg. is due to 
take up his appointment today after 
returning from a' visit to America. 
He is scheduled to .report to the 
District Court on Thursday.

Broadcasting Authority 
needs overhaul — Navon 


Education and Culture Minister- 
Yitzhak Navon agreed yesterday 
with Knesset speakers who said that 
the Israel Broadcasting Authority 
(IB A), in general, and Israel Televi- 
sion in particular, needs an over- 
haul. 

He said he was studying the 
Broadcasting Authority Law and 
might present a bill to the Knesset 
clarifying the division of authority 
within the IB A. 

Navon said he favours a second 
TV channel only after three prob- 
lems are settled: Whether this is in 
line with government economic poli- 
cy. the effect it would have on print 
journalism, and the effect it would 
have on the existing channel and on 
educational TV. He said the idea of a 
second channel within the 
framework of educational TV de- 
serves examination. 

By chance, the question was also 
dealt with yesterday in the joint 
committee (of the Education and 
Finance Committees) on a second 
channel. 

Navon told the committee he is 
still waiting for Communications 
Minister Amnon Rubinstein to 
answer a few questions: Who will 
finance the second channel if adver- 
tising revenue drops? Who wii fi- 
nance the channel's public commit- 
tee and who will head it? How will 
the channel affect the Broadcasting 
Authority? 


Committee chairman Pinhas 
Goldstein (Likud-Liberals) said that 
by the time the ministers reach 
agreement, the Arab states are apt 
to take the only existing frequency. 

In the plenum Avraham Verdiger 
(Morasha) quoted IB A director- 
general Uri Porat as saying that the 
organization is “a monster that is not 
managed and cannot be managed."* 
Ora Namir (Alignment-Labour) 
said the EBA management has no 
control over hiring, the plenum does 
not guide the executive, and the 
executive does not oversee the im- 
plementation of the budget. 

Elazar Granot (Mapam) de- 
scribed the communications media 
as the fourth arm of democracy and 
said their purpose is not to serve the 
other three. The motions were refer- 
red to the Education and Culture 
Committee. 

Righteous Gentiles 
The Knesset also referred to the 
Education and Culture Committee a 
private member’s bill by Meir Cohen- 
Avidov (Likud-Herut) that would 
grant honorary Israeli citizenship to 
“righteous gentiles" who rescued 
Jews during the Holocaust, and 
"citizenship iu memoriam” to those 
of them who axe dead. 

He noted that the U.S. had 
granted such citizenship to missing 
Swedish diplomat Raoul Wallenberg 
for his rescue of Hungarian Jews. 


IBA trims deficit to $7 millio n

A sharp drop in revenue from 
radio commercials is the main cause 
of the annual deficit in the Israel 
Broadcasting Authority’s budget, 
IBA director-general Uri Porat said 
yesterday. 

Porat told the weekly meeting of 
the IBA management committee 
that if the IBA were earning the SI 
million per month in advertising that 
it is now losing, it would not be 
suffering from a deficit and would be 
at least S2m. in the black. 

An emergency belt-tightening 
programme over the past few 
months. Porat added, had reduced 
the anticipated deficit of $12m. to 
S7m. 

Porat said $4m. of the deficit are 
accounted for by the stoppage of 
payments by two ministries. The 
Foreign Ministry used to help cover 
the costs of overseas broadcasting. 


and the Labour and Social Affairs 
Ministiy paid the broadcasting li- 
cence fees of the poor, the disabled, 
and pensioners. 

Recognizing the need for a long- 
range plan to solve its economic 
problems, the IBA has hired a team 
of efficiency experts. 

The management committee de- 
cided to appeal to Education and 
Culture Minister Yitzhak Navon 
(who is responsible for the imple- 
mentation of the Broadcasting Law) 
to arbitrate in the dispute between 
Israel 'Television and Educational 
Television over their respective pur- 
views. 

The ■*IBA contends that Educa- 
tional Television was intended for 
broadcasts to schools. In the past 
two years it has gradually expanded 
its programmes and the frequency 
and length of its transmission, it was 
charged.

Bur a senior Health Ministry offi- 
cial said that this was “like telling us 
10 stop breathing... just for a little 
while.” The official said the Treas- 
ury does not understand that “there 
is no tire left on the. wheel.

The emergency orders call for the 
cancellation of elective surgery, no 
admission of patients except in 
emergencies, and the discharge of 
some patients. 

Asher Wallfish adds: State Com- 
ptroller Yitzhak Tunik yesterday 
told the Knesset State Control Com- 
mittee that the precarious state of 
the health services, with the dis- 
astrous consequences that could fol- 
low if speedy action is not taken, 
make a probe by his office both 
essential and urgent. 

The acting chairman of the com- 


mittee. Dan Tichon, said outpatient 
clinics at some hospitals “look like 
slave markets at times because of the 
pressure of patients and the over- 
crowding. As a result, it is impossi- 
ble to get decent medical care in 
human conditions/' 

Ora Namir (Labour) said that 
“some outpatient clinics are almost 
empty, and tbeir facilities are not 
properly utilized. Illogical priorities 
and duplication plague the health 
services.” 

Rafael Eitan (Tehiya) said that 
“there is appalling waste in the hos- 
pitals. In one hospital I know, all the 
cutlery was pinched in one month. 
The health services all need a drastic 
shakeup.”

Zvili: ‘No WZO funds to new settlements’

KIBBUTZ HARISH. - The co- 
chairman of the World Zionist Orga- 
nization's Settlement Department. 
Nissim Zvili. said yesterday that 
“not one agora” of his budget will go 
to implementing last week's Labour- 
Likud agreement to establish six new 
settlements in Judea and Samaria. 

“The decision (to establish the 
settlements) was political - so let 
them (the politicians) find the 
money to finance it.” he told The 
Jerusalem Post here. 


Zvili was interviewed after the 
ceremony in which the Nahal hand- 
ed the kibbutz Harish outpost over 
to Mapam's Kibbutz Artzi move- 
ment. 

Harish's red-roofed houses and 
green lawns in the Triangle, just 
inside Israel proper became the 
movement's S6th settlement. 

Zvili said senior Labour and 
Likud sources had told him they 
decided to establish the settlements 
because they feared Gush Emunim 
would “go wild" if they did not. 


Taking the decision one week af- 
ter Gusfi Emunim's Amana settle- 
ment moveraenr warned it would 
establish settlements on its own un- 
less the government does, “is a dis- 
grace.” he said. 

Development projects in the 
Golan Heights and the Jordan Val- 
ley had been stopped for lack of 
funds and established settlements 
are collapsing, so there is no justi- 
fication for putting up new ones, he 
added. 

Zvili indicated the cost of the new 
settlements would be up to £15 mil- 
lion. but an aide to his Likud coun- 
terpart. Mattitvahu Drobles. esti- 
mated a total cost of S6m. (Zvili is a 
Labour Party member.) 

Well-placed, government sources 
played down the significance of the 
decision Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin and Agriculture Minister 
Arye Nehamkin of Labour took last 
week with the Likud’s Vice Premier 
Yitzhak Shamir and Knesset Mem- 
bers Michael Dekel and Dan Meri- 
dor. 

-Of the settlements agreed upon. 


the sources noted that Migdalim 
south of Ma'aleh Ephraim and 
Tzoref in the Etzion Bloc area are 
already Nahal outposts, so the deci- 
sion means only that they would 
become civilian settlements by 
September. 

Peles. in the northern sector of the 
Jordan Valley and Asael in the Heb- 
ron Hills area are to start out as 
Nahal outposts financed by the 
WZO. and it would take a long time 
before they become full-fledged set- 
tlements. Rabin had insisted that. 
their establishment not be covered 
by the defence budget. The Post was 
told. 

Avnei Hefetz, near Tulkarm, is 
earmarked for private entrep- 
reneurs. 

In the immediate future, there- 
fore. the decision will fully affect 
only the group already squatting at 
Neot Adumim in caravans the Israel 
Defence Forces lent them for the 
winter. 

So far the Nahal has received no 
instructions to put up new outposts, 
very well-placed sources told The 
Post yesterday.

The High Court said it was clear that 
Tamari would not only be asked

matters and thereby damage secur-

Plessner yields post of 
Bank of Israel deputy

Yakir Plessner yesterday pre- 
sented the government with his resigna- 
tion as deputy governor of the Bank of 
Israel. This follows 15 months dining 
which Plessner. had. been effectively 
neutralized in his position. 

The resignation had been long 
awaited but its timing came as a 
surprise. Originally installed in his 
post by Yorara Aridor after the 
latter became finance minister in 
1981, Plessner served primarily as 
Aridor.’s economic adviser. 


A professor of agricultural econo- 
mics at the Hebrew University cam- 
pus in Rehovot. Plessner was the 
author of Aridor’s ill-fated “five and 
five” economic policy that emailed 
restraining both the devaluation rate 
and the rise in subsidized food prices 
to only 5 per cent per month to break 
the inflationary process. It became 
the butt of fierce criticism from 
businessmen, bankers and almost 
every other sector of the economy 
and Aridor's determination to perse- 
vere with it resulted in a sharp de- 
cline in foreign currency reserves, a 
steep increase in the budget deficit 
and. ultimately, triggered the bank 
shares collapse. 

However, when Aridor resigned 
after the leaking of his dollarization 
scheme (which Plessner had helped 
design and continued to support).

Plessner did not follow suit. The long 
rear-guard action that he fought to 
keep his job was apparently centred 
on his monetary compensation 
rather than on ideological issues. 

Had the government insisted on 
firing him, it would have had to give 
him the benefits due to a deputy 
minisrer. This would not have been 
the case, however, had he resigned 
voluntarily. The negotiations over 
terms dragged on throughout 1984 
and were only recently concluded. 

Plessner's resignation will come 
into effect on March 1 . It is not dear 
at this stage who the government has 
in mind for the vacant post. 


‘Islamic Jihad’ kills two more 
French soldiers in Beirut 


BEIRUT (Reuter). - Two French 
soldiers serving as ceasefire obser- 
vers in Beirut were shot dead in a 
hail of machine gun fire yesterday 
and the Moslem group “Islamic 
Jihad” (Holy War) said it had car- 
ried out the attack. 

An anonymous phone caller to 
news agencies claimed responsibility 
on behalf of the group, which has 
said ir was behind numerous attacks 
on U.S.. French and other soldiers 
and institutions in Lebanon and else- 
where in the Middle East. 

He also said the group would try 
five kidnapped Americans as 
“spies” and give them “the punish- 
ment they deserve.” 

Yesterday's shooting was the 
latest of several attacks "on French 
interests in Lebanon. Four French 


ceasefire observers have now been 
killed since the 80-man unit was 
deployed in Lebanon last March to 
monitor a ceasefire line between 
west and Christian East Beirut and 
in the hills above the capital. 

The force's deputy commander. 
Lieutenant Colonel Claude Cueno, 
was shot dead last Monday by un- 
known gunmen near the green line 
dividing the city. 


WALLENBERG. - The Education 
Ministiy has instructed schools to 
hold study sessions commemorating 
the 40th anniversary of the imprison- 
ment by the Soviets of Swedish di- 
plomat Raoul Wallenberg, who 
saved some 100.000 Hungarian Jews 
from deportation by the Germans in 
World War II .

J Apparently not, as the Jerusalem 
District Court decided yesterday 
th3t Yehuda Lima ? i, who has been 
confined to a mental institution, 
should not be called as a prosecution 
witness in the trial of Shimon Barda, 
the chief defendant in the so-called 
“Lifta case.” 

Barda, 26, of Hoion is accused of 
conspiring with three other people to 
blow up the mosques on the Temple 
Mount in January 1984.- 

Lima'i. 31, and Uzi Mahsia Ha'e- 
lyon, 45, were both found to be 
^suffering from schizophrenia and 
“were declared unfit to stand trial. 
The fourth suspect, Eliabu Sarur, 
has apparently fled the country and 
is believed to be in Italy. 

Ha’elyon appeared fast week but, 
because of his mental state, the court 


has still not derided whether to 
accept his Testimony. 

Yesterday, Judges Zvi Tal and 
Sbalom Brenner accepted Jerusalem 
advocate Zvi Noah's argument that 
there was no precedent for a court's 
hearing the testimony of a man who 
was so id that he could not stand 
trial. The court president. Judge i 
Eliahu Noam, dissented, apparently ' 
accepting the prosecution’s argu- 
ment that the testimony at least be 
heard and its weight and relevance 
judged afterwards. 

Jerusalem deputy district attorney 
Moshe Lador argued that the court 
should hear both witnesses and try to 
match their testimony in as much as 
it was relevant to the facts allegedly 
involving Barda. 

Brenner read out an opinion from 
two psychiatrists treating Lima'i who 
stipulated three conditions for hear- 
ing his testimony: that he not be 
submitted to undue pressure; that 
the psychiatrists review the testi- 


mony to decide whafwas clearly the 
result of his illness: and that the 
court deride on the legal relevance 
of what was not. 

‘‘You have a problem.” Tal told 
Lador. “They are both ill. Don't you 
have better witnesses?” 

“That's what I have,” Lador re- 
plied. 

“The witnesses lived togftther for 
a long time and went through the 
same fantastic mystic experience.” 
said Tal. “How would we know what 
was fantasy and what was reality 
even if each corroborated the other's 
story? We have here a man whose 
ability to tell the truth is impaired. 
Unlike healthy people who lie. he is 
not even liable for punishment.” 

Lador argued that the case was 
similar to that of a witness with 
previous perjury convictions. “The 
court would hear his testimony but 
would give it little weight.” he said. 
“The same should apply in this inst- 
ance.” 


‘Lives of hospital patients are endangered 9

HAIFA. - Representatives of doc- 
tors and works committee at govern- 
ment hospitals in Haifa and the 
North yesterday caDed on the gov- 
ernment to take urgent measures to 
prevent the further deterioration of 
medical services. 

At an emergency meeting at Beit 
Harofeh here, they demanded that 
the government share available re- 
sources among all the hospitals, in- 
cluding those run by the Histadrut’s 
health fund, Kupat Holim Klalitr 

Dr. Uri Teitelman, chairman of 
the doctors committee at Rambam 
Hospital, said the deterioration in 
medical care is endangering the lives 
of patients. 

On behalf of all the doctors and 
staff in hospitals in the area, he 
called on the government to appoint 
a professional body to examine the 


medical requirements of the hospit- 
als and not leave such matters to the 
politicians. “It is better to examine 
the patients before a tragedy and not 
afterwards,” he saicl.- 

The government was urged to in- 
form the public just what is happen- 
ing and make it clear what services 
hospitals can provide. 

Teitelman said the situation at 
Rambam is grave, with the budget 
for antibiotics cut by 70 per cent, 
laboratory examinations cut by half 
and the supply of linen to depart- 
ments also cut by half. 

Dr. Felix Primorotzky, of the 
Tirat Carmel Psychiatric Hospital, 
said that there are only 16 doctors to 
treat the hospital's 300 patients in- 
stead of the necessary 42. Due to 
lack of medicines and food, several 
patients are showing signs of mental 
regression, he said. The hospital, 
however, can not send patients 


home, because many need constant 
care and attention. 

Dr. Yitzhak Horowitz, chairman 
of the doctors' committee at Roth- 
schild Hospital, said the hospital has 
enough fuel supplies for only five 
days. The Israel Electric Corpora- 
tion will cut off pqwer because of 
outstanding bills. 

He said Rothschild does not have 
money to buy spare parts for its 
equipment and machinery, most of 
which is old and wornout. Patients 
are already bringing their own py- 
jamas and will soon have to bring 
their own food and medicine, ’’ he 
said. 

The meeting was attended by rep- 
resentatives from six government 
hospitals in the North: Rambam and 
Rothschild in Haifa, Nahariya, 
Poriah, Hillal Yaffe in Hadera and 
the Tirat Carmel Psychiatric Hospit- 
al. 


Arab goatherd shot in scuffle with Jews 


JENIN (Itim). - A goatherd from 
the vjllage of Al-Araka in the Jenin 
area was lightly wounded in his leg 
•, yesterday, allegedly by shots fired by 
residents of the Jewish settlement of 
Hinanit. 

Earlier in the day two youths from 
Al-Araka had been seen wandering 
around the settlement in what the 
Hinanit residents believed to be 
suspicious circumstances. The 
youths ran off when two Hinanit 
men asked them to identify them- 
selves. 

The men took an Uri submachine 
gun and went to search for the 


youths. Several hundred metres 
from the settlement they came 
across a group of goatheards from 
Al-Araka. 

The Hinanit men allegedly tried to 
take the herd of goats to the settle- 
ment to force the goatherds to turn 
over the youths. A fight began, and 
one of the men allegedly shot a 
goatherd in his leg. 

The Hinanit men later claimed 
that they had been forced to fire to 
get away from the Al-Araka men 

The shepherd complained to the 
Samaria police and the two suspects 
were arrested for questioning. 


Higfc-school teachers reject delay in pay rises

The secondary school teachers 
oppose tampering with teachers 
salaries and to tying salaries to the 
dismissal of teachers. They also con- 


tend that they have already done 
their share by" agreeing to the self- 
service programme in which children 
clean their schools under the super- 
vision of teachers and that they have 
suggested other ways of saving 
money. 

The Finance Ministry, they 
added, has already forced the 
teachers to contribute their share by 
refusing to give them the 8 per cent 
parity bonus given last spring to most 
other public employees, including 
the engineers, to whose salaries the 
teachers' are linked. 


■Poles who saved Jews honoured at Tad Vashem 


Ludmila Waluszewska of Poland 
yesterday planted trees in Yad 
Vashem's Avenue of Righteous 
.Gentiles in honour of her parents 
Tfyho. during the German occupa- 
tion, saved the lives of members of a 
family now living in Israel . 

Her father, Wladyslaw Horbacki, 
hnH taken the family of a Jewish 
friend and colleague into his house- 
hold, where he and his family shel- 
tered them until the end of the war. 

Horbacki . a regional inspector for 
the Polish Education Ministry, had 
befriended the principal of the 
Polish-Jewish high school in Tar- 
now, Dr. Maximilian Rosenbusz, 
prior to the German invasion in 
1939. Dr. Rosenbusz. who had re- 


fused to flee, was later taken to the 
Oswiecim (Auschwitz) railroad 
junction, where he and other Polish- 
Jewish prisoners built the Auschwitz 
death camp. He died during this 
effort and his remains were returned 
to Tamow for burial. 

With the help of the Polish Social- 
ist underground, his wife and later 
his daughter, now Mrs. Zvia 
Shumert. escaped from the Tarnow 
ghetto to the Horbacki home, where 
both were welcomed and hidden for 
the duration of the war. 

The Shumert family brought 
Waluszewska from Poland for the 
ceremony, which was also attended 
by family friends and former Knesset 
speaker Menahem Savidor.

It is a state Zionist law, 
toeing intended to facilitate the return to the homeland of every 
Jew living in the Diaspora, where, being considered a Jew, he is 
liable to suffer discrimination, persecution and anti-Semitism. 
The intention of the law is to bring about the repatriation . of world 
-J#wry. to return Jews to the homeland and life in their own 
sovereign country, and to release Jews, as individuals and as a 
people, from the life of a tolerated minority in alien countries. 

This proposal lias been tabled in the Knesset by the 
Citizens Rights Movement (Ratz).

Peres sends 
telegram to 
Begun’s wife

Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
yesterday sent a telegram to the wife 
of Prisoner of Zion Yosef Begun, 
saying the government is doing all it 
can to find out about his health and is 
working for his release. 

In a message to Ina Begun in 
Moscow, Peres said the entire Jew- 
ish people is concerned about Be- 
gun’s welfare. 

Begun is serving his third sent- 
ence, six years in prison and sixyears 
in internal exile, after being found 
guilty of “anti-Soviet propaganda.” 
Begun is a veterair teacher of Heb- 
rew in the Soviet Union. 

Meanwhile, it was learned from a 
telephone conversation from Russia 
that Alexander Kholmyansky. re- 
cently imprisoned after the KGB 
found a pistol in his apartment, has 
been in solitary confinement for six 
weeks. Kholmyansky. also a Heb- 
rew teacher and aliya activist, has 
been on a hunger strike for four 
months .and the solitary confinement 
is seen as a way to “break” him. His 
cell is 1.5 metres square. During the 
day he is not permitted to lie or sit on 
the “fioor,” which is a metal beam. 


Coimter-terrorisiii 
conference planned

An international congress on fore- 
sic science and counter-terrorism 
will be held in Jerusalem from 
February 24 to 28, the Police Minis- 
try said yesterday. 

The four-day programme will in- 
clude speakers from several coun- 
tries, and subjects will range from 
the Hitler diary forgery to a demon- 
stration of police counter-terror 
technology by the Israel Border 
Police’s anti-terror unit. 

At a press conference yesterday, 
Tat-Nitzav Meir Kaplan, head of the 
police research and development de- 
partment. said terrorist weapons and 
the results of terrorist action will be 
publicly displayed for the first time. 
Among the planned exhibits are the 
bicycle used in the 1979 Alno cafe 
bombing in downtown Jerusalem 
that killed two persons and wounded 
50, and sections of the Egged No. IS 
bus that was blown up in December 
1983, killing five and wounding more 
than 30.

Sharon’s suit against ‘Time 9 
‘puts U.S. Jews in quandary 9

Industry and Trade Minister Ariel 
Sharon's libel suit against Time 
magazine has put many American 
Jews in a quandary, said American 
Jewish Congress executive director 
Henry Siegman. 

While they are pleased that the 
news magazine is being shown up for 
what they see as its hostile attitude 
towards Israel. Siegman said they 
are “outraged” that the former de- 
fence minister has made it appear 
that he is merely fighting for the 
honour of the Jewish people and of 
the Jewish state. Siegman was in 
Israel last week to attend the open- 
ing of the AJCs new Jerusalem 
offices at 3 Rehov Mapu. 

The country’s image has improved 
considerably since the national unity 
government was established last 
summer, said Siegman. This is the 
perception not only in the American 
Jewish community but also in 
Washington. Menachem Begin's 


style was “too emotional.” while 
Yitzhak Shamir's was “terribly low 
key.'' Neither made for much 
warmth in the administration, he 
said. 

Shimon Peres is “familiar and 
talks their language. They feel freer 
and easier and are happy that he 
doesn't "beat them over the head all 
the time with the Holocaust.” Sieg- 
man said. 

The AJC conducted the largest 
exit poll of Jewish voters during the 
November presidential election, us- 
ing a 3.000-voter sample. Siegman 
said the results show a 70 per" cent 
support of American Jews for Wal- 
ter Mondale and only 30 per cent for 
Ronald Reagan. He said that these 
findings disprove the theory being 
propounded in recent years that 
Jews have turned conservative and 
have decided to vote according to 
their pocketbooks. As it turned out, 
the Jews were the only white group 
who voted overwhelmingly for the 
Democratic Party candidate. 


Protest planned against shipyard firings

HAIFA. - The.Haif a .Labour Coun- 
cil is organizing a giant demonstra- 
tion of Haifa workers to protest 
against plans to fire many workers at 
the Israel Shipyards. It is to be held 
in the Kiryat Ben-Gurion govern- 
ment centre in Jerusalem next week. 

The council spokesman said work- 
ers from all Haifa enterprises and 
from the yards are to participate. 

The council is backing the yard 
workers in their protest against the 
Transport Minister's plan to dismiss 
half of the yards' nearly 800 men . 

Yesterday, council secretary 


Moshe Wertman said that the skilled 
shipbuilders, among the yard work- 
ers were befog offered jobs in South 
Africa, and some might accept them 
if the Transport Minister has his 
way. 

Meanwhile, the yards' board 
chairman. Professor Yosef Rom. has 
also come out for a reversal of the 
decision and has demanded that the 
Defence Ministry place orders that 
will keep ‘the yards working. He 
warned against voluntarily giving up 
an "important security asset” due to 
temporary difficulties and driving 
workers from productive jobs into 
the services. 


Over 120 children have called ‘hotline’

TEL AVTV. — More than 60 children 
have called the Tel Aviv Parents 
Committee “hotline ” each week since 
it began operating on January 1. 
according to Sarah Shapira, the pro- 
ject's coordinator. Problems range 
from attempted suicide or drug 
abuse to boredom with school work. 

“I told one boy who takes drugs 
that he should prove that he is a man 
by being strong enough to stop tak- 
ing them." Shapira said. “He called 
back a few days later to say he isn’t 
taking drugs and has a job. I. of 
course, don’t say I solved his prob- 
lem, but 1 think our talk was a push 


in the right direction. 

Several girls have called to say 
they are pregnant and don't know 
what to do. Shapira and other volun- 
teers have referred them to social 
service agencies. 

Many youngsters think their world 
has come to an end when a romance 
goes wrong or when the one they 
love fails to notice their existence. “I 
suggest to them that they play the 
field and not be tied down to one 
person." she said. 

Children up to age 18 are invited 
to call rhe hotline. 03-294050. After 
the office closes at 2 p.m., a record- 
ing directs callers to the number of 
that day’s volunteer. 


Another effort to get Mengele

HAIFA. - On January 18 another 
attempt to bring Josef Mengele. the 
notorious “doctor" of Auschwitz, to 
trial is to be launched by Tuvia 
Friedman, director of the Nazi War 
Crimes Documentation Institute 
here, on the 40th anniversary of the 
liberation of the camp. 

Friedman told a news conference 
yesterday that he is going to Ger- 
many to demonstrate outside the 
Mengele family's home and farm- 
machinery factory in Ginsburg, near 
Ulm, next week. He intends to urge 
the town’s mayor to appeal to 
Mengele to give himself up for trial 
or face a ban on his eventual burial in 
his home town. 


Friedman said he has asked the 
president of the German Federal 
Republic. Dr. Richard Von Weiz- 
saecker. to establish a one million 
mark prize for the capture of 
Mengele. in place of the “inadequ- 
ate" 50.000 marks a Frankfurt court 
offered 20 years ago. 

He also intends to meet members 
of the Bundestag to enlist their 
assistance in a renewed effort by the 
GFR. Israel and the U.S., where he 
believes Mengele is hiding, to catch 
him and bring him to trial “before it 
is too late.” 

Friedman claimed credit for the 
fact that the Knesset is to discuss the 
liberation of Auschwitz and the 
Mengele case tomorrow. 


TA slum activists campaign against cutbacks

TEL AVIV. - Resident activists of six slum quarters here 
this week launched a public campaign against the immi- 
nent collapse of the slum rehabilitation programme now 
that Gty Hall has decided to stop funds for the program- 
me. They intend to demonstrate outside the Knesset 
today to protest against the dismissal of some 300 Project 
Renewal workers and the intention to dismiss scores 
more. 

- “While the government decides to build six new 
settlements in Judea and Samaria - where there are 
already hundreds of empty apartments - hospitals have 
no funds for food or medicine, and the slum rehabilita- 
tion programme is collapsing," Mapam Knesset Member 
Chaika Grossman told resident committee members of 
Tel Aviv slum quarters Sunday. Grossman then met Kfar 
Shalem residents, who are still furious over the demoli- 
tion of two homes in the quarter three weeks ago. 

In Kfar Shalem the situation is grave: since it was 


earmarked for evacuation over 20 years ago. City Hall 
has gradually deprived the quarter of all municipal 
services. Some 500 families live in Kfar Shalem without a 
single grocery store, nursery school or health clinic. 
There are no sidewalks, lighting or sewage in the quarter. 

The homes in Kfar Shalem, formerly an Arab village, 
are clay huts, but City Hall refuses to grant residents 
building permits for renovations. 

“Just try coming here after six o'clock in the evening, 
when it's pitch dark,’ ” a young woman told The Jeru- 
salem Post. A young man who arranged to meet his 
girlfriend outside her home one evening said that when 
he arrived, he found the police “harassing" her because 
she was just standing there. 

"We’re tired of taDcrng. Only violence can help us," a 
former paratrooper said. “Before we demonstrated in 
the streets and burnt things up. no one paid us the 
slightest attention. We know where to get firearms and 
are ready to take to the streets to fight for our rights," he 
said. 


Could delay Knesset action on Law of Return - 

Agency demands voice 
on ‘Who is a Jew’ bill

A Knesset move on changing the 
Law of Return could be delayed by a 
Jewish Agency demand for “con- 
sulations" in keeping with a 1979 
agreement requiring government 
discussions with the Agency on mat- 
ters that affect aliya. 

Jewish Agency Executive Arye 
Dulzin sent a letter to this effect to 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres last 
Wednesday, following a resolution 
by the meeting of the expanded 
Agency Executive in London that 
action on “Who's a Jew" could harm 
aliya. 

Yesterday, the matter was 
brought before the Zionist Execu- 
tive in Jerusalem, where it caused 
sometimes heated argument be- 
tween the Orthodox and non- 
Orthodox members. 

The Agency's legal adviser. 
Eliahu Lachovsky. appeared before 
the Executive, presenting his opin- 
ion that changing the Law of Return 
would affect the Agency and thus 
requires previous “consultation" 
according to paragraph 7 of the 
agreement. 

Maurice Jaffe. representing the 
(Orthodox) World Conference of 
Synagogues and Kehillot. protested 
that Dulzin. in his letter, had voiced 
the Agency's objection to amending 
the Law of Return, but Dulzin said 
he was only calling for the required 
consultations. 

Youth Aliya head Lfri Gordon 
said consultation with the Agency 
would show that it really represents 


world Jewry. Gordon earlier came 
out against any change in rhe Law of 
Return. 

Meanwhile. Yitzhak Meir. of 
Mizrahi-Hapoel Hamizrahi, said the 
matter should never have been 
brought up before the Executive in 
London.. His party colleague. Eliez- 
er Sheffer. said he could bring other 
lawyers to state the opinion that the 
government does not have to consult 
the Agency on this issue. 

No vote was taken . but most of the 
Executive members approved of 
Dulzin's letter. If Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir agrees with Lachov- 
sky’s opinion, such consultations 
could hold up the legislative process. 

On another matter, the Executive 
set up a three-member committee, at 
the request of AJiya Department 
director-general Yehuda Dominitz. 
to hear Dominitz out about his in- 
volvement in disclosure of the Ethio- 
pian Jewry airlift. Official disclosure 
followed publication of an interview 
in Nekuda with Dominitz, who says 
most of it was “off the record" and 
not for publication. 

The committee comprises Akiva 
Lewinsky (treasurer). Matityahu 
Drobless and Avraham Katz. Domi- 
nitz had wanted to speak to the 
whole Executive to present his side, 
but it was derided that he would 
address a smaller forum. Dulzin 
noted that, contrary to reports. 
Dominitz was not suspended follow- 
ing the uproar. Aliya Department 
chairman Haim Aharon, who had 
told Dominitz to “go on vacation," 
declined to be a member of the 
three-man committee. 


Union drops irrelevant 9 
subsidy-index proposal

TEL AVTV. - The Histadrut yester- 
day reluctantly retreated from 
Secretary-General YIsrael Kessar’s 
controversial proposal to detach the 
prices of certain subsidized items 
from the consumer price index. 

Sources close to Kessar conceded 
that, in the present circumstances, 
the proposal was no longer “re- 
levant.” The Histadrut would not 
"man the barricades'* to have the 
proposal accepted, they said. 

The proposal, which was raised by 
Kessar last Friday in a meeting with 
Finance Minister Yitzhak Modal 
and Manufacturers Association 
President Eli Hurwitz, ' threw the 
financial community into confusion. 


In an attempt to calm the fears 
that the government intended to 
dilute the linkage of financial assets 
to the price index, Moda'i issued a 
statement on Sunday night emph- 
asizing that he had rejected the prop- 
osal. 

Kessar said yesterday that the in- 
tention of the proposal had not been 
to harm the public's savings. 
Addressing a seminar of local and 
European trade unionists, Kessar 
said that his intention had been to 
discuss ways of protecting savings 
with the government and the manu- 
facturers. 

Kessar’s statement contradicted 
previous Histadrut official state- 
ments, which spoke plainly of the 
linkage of- financial assets to a re- 
duced index.

Judge gives buyers 
baby’s custody in 
‘rent-a-womb’ case 

LONDON (Reuter). - A judge 
awarded custody of Britain's first 
commercial baby yesterday to a cou- 
ple who paid a surrogate mother 
£6.500 ($7,200) to bear the child. 

The high court judge said the baby 
girl, bom 10 days ago. bad already 
gone to start a new life in the U.S. - 
away from the controversy sur- 
rounding what has been dubbed the 
rent-a-womb business. 

Justice Latey, announcing his 
judgement in the first case of legal 
intervention in surrogate mother- 
hood in Britain, said the couple who 
took the baby were a devoted hus- 
band and wife in their 30s who could 
give her a very good upbringing. 

He said the couple were highly 
qualified and materially well off. 
with a town home and a country 
home. 

But the judge maintained a ban on 
indentifying the family, saying he did 
not want the girl growing up with a 
finger constantly pointed at her. 

He did not stress the ethical, mor- 
al and social questions surrounding 
surrogate parenthood, stressing that 
his only concern was the baby's wel- 
fare.

More Europeans die in cold 


PARIS (Reuter). - Arctic weather 
I sweeping Europe claimed more lives 
in several countries yesterday, 
wreaked havoc with transport and 
industry, and froze waterways from 
the Danube in Rumania to the canals 
of Amsterdam. 

Officials in France said 107 per- 
sons had died as a result of icy 
conditions that have gripped the 
country for the past week. 

At least 34 persons have perished 
in Spain . where Costa Brava beaches 
washed by the Mediterranean were 
buried under 50cm. of snow. Two 
pensioners in Austria froze to death, 
bringing the toll there to 14. 

Tirana radio said 35 persons had 
been killed by avalanches in north- 
ern Albania, while Yugoslavia put 
its death toll at IS. 

Snow and ice temporarily closed 
sevtn Italian airports - two in Milan 
and one each in Venice. Genoa. 
Trieste. Turin and Bologna - and 
London's second airport at Gatwick. 

Sub-zero temperatures forced the 
shutdown of a nuclear power station 
at Caorso in northern Italy, blacked 


out parts of Genoa for several hours 
last night, and led to drastic power 
cuts in Rumania. 

As factories in France laid off 
workers due to a shortage of spare 
parts, market gardeners in France. 
Spain and Portugal estimated dam- 
age to crops at tens of millions of 
dollars. 

One of tbe coldest spots last night 
was the Ardennes region of Bel- 
gium. where temperatures plunged 
to minus 28 degrees centigrade. . 

On a lighter note, skating enthu- 
siasts staged ice-hockey games on 
Amsterdam’s main canals while 
scores of Swiss went for a stroll on 
parts of lakes Bienne and Neuchatel. 

But as the narrow sound between 
Denmark and Sweden iced up, Dan- 
ish authorities warned of fines of up 
to $300 for walking on the frozen 
waterway. An attempt earlier in the 
day by 2*00 Danes to walk the three 
kilometres to Sweden resulted in 
three of them foiling through thin ice 
in the middle. They had to be res- 
cued by policemen. 


Accused priest-killer says 
minister ordered cover-up 


TORUN, Poland (Reuter). - A 
police colonel accused of instigating 
the murder of radical priest Jerzy 
Popieluszko said at his trial yester- 
day that he lied during investigations 
on the orders of Interior Ministry 
General Zenon Platek. 

Colonel Adam Pietruszka told the 
Torun court that after Popieluszko's 
kidnap he misled investigators about 
the timing of the discovery of the 
possible involvement of men from 
his department in the affair. 

He said he did so on instructions 
from Platek, who has not been 
charged in the case, but was sus- 


pended at the time of Pietruszka's 
arrest. 

Pietruszka said he could not 
accept his statement to the investiga- 
tors as “concealment on my part. 
When I heard from Platek. I 
assumed that everyone who should 
have known did know.” 

Three junior security police offic- 
ers under Pietruszka's command 
have admitted abducting and killing 
Popieluszko. 

Pietruszka. who denies aiding and 
abetting them, is also accused of 
trying to cover up the crime. All Face 
possible death sentences.

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Iran claims Iraqi 
plane in dogfight 

TEHERAN (Reuter). - Iranian 
warplanes yesterday shot down an 
Iraqi fighter in a dogfight over the 
Gulf and bombed a military base in 
north Iraq. Iran's official media re- 
ported. 

A military statement, reported by 
the national news agency Ima. said 
an intruding Iraqi plane was shot 
down over Iranian waters late in the 
afternoon. It did not say how many 
aircraft were involved in the dogfight 
or pinpoint where it occurred. 

The Ima report came minutes af- 
ter an Iraqi military spokesman in 
Baghdad said Iraqi warplanes had 
hit “a large naval target" near Iran's 
main export terminal on Kharg is- 
land. in tire north-east of the gulf. 

Earlier. Teheran Radio said Ira- 
nian warplanes had been in action 
over Iraq for the second successive 
day. It said the planes bombed a 
military base in the Kurdish moun- 
tains of northern Iraq, destroying a 
radar installation. 


Nine dead as Hindus 
celebrate spring festival 

NEW DELHI (Reuter). - Crowd 
stampedes and freezing weather kil- 
led at least nine persons yesterday 
when millions of Indians gathered at 
shrines to celebrate the Hindu 
Spring Festival. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) said 
five people died of exposure after 
spending a bitterly cold night in 
makeshift shelters at the spot where 
the holy river Ganges Sows into the 
sea in eastern West Bengal State. 

In southern Kerala State. PTI said 
at least four persons were crushed to 
death in stampedes when about a 
million pilgrims crowded towards 
die hill-top shrine of Sabarimala.

HOLLYWOOD. California (Reu- 
ter). - Olympic champion hurdler 
Edwin Moses. 29, was arrested early 
Sunday oil Hollywood’s Sunset 
Boulevard for soliciting a woman, 
police officer masquerading as a 
prostitute, tbe police said yesterday. 

A police spokesman said a small 
amount of marijuana was found 
underneath the seat of Moses's car. 

He said Moses was arrested short- 
ly after 3 a.m. at the corner of Sunset 
Boulevard and Genesee Avenue in 
Hollywood, one of the U.S.‘ film 
capital's most notorious areas for 
prostitution. 

The police spokesman said Moses 
was released on bond and would 
appear in court within two weeks for 
arraignment. 

The penalty for soliciting sex can 
be up to six months in jail, the 
spokesman said. 


Ethiopia to send 
food to E&ypt 

LONDON (AP). - Famine-stricken 
Ethiopia agreed on Sunday to export 
food to Egypt, Addis Ababa Radio 
reported. 

The broadcast, monitored in Lon- 
don , said that under a one-year trade 
cooperation agreement. Ethiopia 
will send livestock, meat and form 
products to Egypt in return for 
Egyptian metals, fertilizers, medi- 
cine and construction materials. 

Additionally, the two countries 
agreed to jointly produce farm pro- 
ducts to meet the needs of their 
respective countries; the radio said; 

The agreement was signed on Sun- 
day by Ethiopia's external trade 
minister.

The princess, a heavy smoker, was - 
admitted to the hospital on January .5 
after suffering chest pains. She 
underwent surgery January 6.

He was addressing a gathering in 
Jerusalem organized by the Israel 
Centre for Social and Economic 
Progress, a conservative-minded 
group of which he is the internation- 
al vice chairman.- Kristoi was in 
Israel last week- to attend a sympo- 
sium at the Hebrew University on 
"Ideology and Foreign Policy."* 

*4 J - He came to economics - and con- 
servatism - late in life. He is a writer 
and editor, having been co-founder 
with the poet Stephen Spender of the 
influential English literary and cultu- 
ral magazine Encounter. He has cre- 
ated other such ventures and is cur- 
rently co-editor of a periodical in the 
US. called The Public Interest, 
which embodies his present philoso- 
phy- 

Kristoi became interested in eco- 
nomics in 1972: “Up to then, we had 
assumed that the Keynesians had it 
all worked out.” But his conservat- 
ism began even earlier, at the time of 
the student rebellions in America 
' - \ during the 1960s, and the rise of the 
left-wing “counter-culture.** He 
took a year off to find out what 
economics was all about and chose to 
spend his time at the American En-

terprise Institute, “a conservative 
Brookings.” 

He emerged a firm believer in the 
traditional American order. That 
was a momentous event, because 
conservatism in the United States 
had become a system without a 
theory. After the Great' Depression 
in the Thirties, intellectuals flocked 
to the left. Businessmen are notor- 
iously inarticulate. And with Kris- 
tol’s conversion they have now 
found a spokesman, some say a 
guru. 

CONVERSION TO WHAT? To 
pragmatism, he maintains. Or 
rather, he prefers the word pru- 
dence. 

Utopian concepts are all very well, 
but one has to keep one's feet on the 
ground. Society possesses its own 
dynamic, theories should be tailored 
to the human condition. As he told 
Esquire magazine in an interview, 
“tbe job of government is not to 
shape society' according to some de- 
sign of perfection, but to cope. The 
business of government is coping.” 

He went on: “You always hear 
people say, ‘I lost interest in politics 
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Irving Kristoi... ‘The business of government is coping.’

because I was always having to com- 
promise my principles.' 1 think they 
didn't start with very good princi- 
ples." 

Trying to achieve too much does 
not work: socialism is a failure. Capi- 
talism is less pretentious, but it deliv- 
ers the goods: "Capitalism says that 
if men are free ro pursue their econo- 
mic self-interest, then we will have 
economic growth and everybody will 
be better off. Not better off by the 
same amount, but better off.” 

When the Jews were trying to be 
better off and not succeeding, they 
were socialists. Now that they ore 
better off in the United States", and 
are on top of the system, it is not 
surprising that Jewish thinkers take a 
lead in rationalizing the status quo. 

Kristoi is not alone in his creed. 
There are Nathan Glaze r (fellow- 
editor of The Public Interest): Nor- 
man Podhoretz. editor of Commen- 
tary. and his wife Midge Decter 
(both present at the Hebrew Uni- 
versity seminar): Seymour Martin 
Lipset. and others. 

ARGUING WITH the Israelis he is 
on good ground. The U.S. economy 


was at a standstill during the 197(fc>. 
but last year saw a brilliant revival - 
under arch-conservative Ronald 
Reagan. Israel enjoyed two decades 
of superlative growth, sponsored by 
the benevolent despotism of Pinhas 
Sapir - but is now stuck with high 
inflation and a yawning dollar de- 
ficit. 

Why. Kristoi asks, don't (he 
Israeli authorities let the business- 
men do their stuff, without controls 
and regimentation and confiscatory 
taxes? The system of free enterprise 
is successful in the United States: the 
Israelis should copy it. No other 
system is worth a cent. 

He states outright that he is not a 
professional economist, his profes- 
sorship at New York Univesity is in 
the history of social thought. 
According to Esquire he is a strong 
and emotional supporter of Israel, 
and ‘during the worst days of the 
1973 Arab- Israeli war he was near 
despair." 

Kristoi sees the rise of the Likud as 
"a natural development." "1 was 
never much interested in their West 
Bank policy, but the Israelis will 
have to settle that for themselves." 
He does not express an opinion on 
Israel’s foreign policy. 

But he will express an opinion on 
its economic policy, which was not 
conservative even under the Likud: 
"The problem is. you don't tone 
conservatism here. You have a 
socialist party (Labour) and a 
nationalist party (Likud), hut not a 
conservative party." If we had. he 
believes, things would be different. 


The new face 
of aliya

THE RESERVOIR of secular, 
idealistic American Jews who are 
interested in aliya has nearly dis- 
appeared. Most of the immigrants 
from America today are modem 
Orthodox or ultra-Orthodox. 

< The new face of aliya was depicted 
in an interview recently by Yehuda 
Oliva, who has returned from three 
years' sevice as an aliya emissary in 
Brooklyn. The aliya office, located 
on Avenue M in the Flatbush quar- 
ter of the borough in New York City, 
processes one-fifth of all immigrants 
from the U.S. 

Oliva, before he went abroad, was 
head of the management studies de- 
- partment at Haifa University. To- 
day, he represents a group of Amer- 
ican investors in a time-sharing 
apartment project in Jerusalem. 

The formei shaliah, who wears the 
crocheted kippa of the modem 
Orthodox, notes that many more 
aliya emissaries are religious, as they 
“relate better" to the majority of 
U.S. Jews interested in coming on 
aliya. He also praises Tehilla. the 
voluntary organization to promote 
religious aliya, which was estab- 
lished a few years ago by Yosef 
Shapira.formerhead of Youth Aliya 
and now a minister-without- 
portfolio in the natioaal unity gov- 
ernment. 

The socialist-oriented, secular 
4 Jewish youth movements in America 
ai-e now a shadow of what they were, 
he continues. They no longer pro- 
duce a large number of graduates 
who decide to settle in Israel. But the 
religious Bnei Akiva movement still 
does, and unaffiliated religious Jews 
are also potential immigrants. 

This, coupled with the fact that 
few religious Israelis emigrate and 
that religious Israelis have many 
more children than their secular 
counterparts, could signal an impor- 


tant demographic change in the de- 
cades to come. 

AFTER watching the aliya scene 
from his office in Brooklyn, Oliva 
came to the realization that Israeli 
leaders "conspired” with American 
Jewish communal leaders to “keep 
quiet” about aliya. U.S. Jewish lead- 
ers don’t want to be reminded about 
the imperative of aliya, and Israeli 
leaders - who view their financial, 
and political support as more impor- 
tant - have acquiesced by keeping 
silent. 

Oliva notes sadly that only one out 
of 10 American Jewish youngsters 
receives any kind of Jewish educa- 
tion. In New Haven, Connecticut, 
he notes, there is a good Jewish 
elementary day school, but high 
school pupils are sent to an elitist 
non-Jewish prep school, where tui- 
tion costs $6,000 a year. "With that 
money, they could establish the best 
Jewish high school. Why don't they 
do it?” 

He says that American Jewish 
leaders must re-evaluate their priori- 
ties and order them according to 
what programmes and services work 
to promote Jewish existence. 

In the U.S., Oliva says, he used 
“every opportunity’ 1 to see how’ Jews 
live , and visited a number of hassidic 
rebbes who are not considered Zion- 


ists. “1 went to see the Squarer 
Rebbe. who received me at 3 a.m. 
He was very warm to me and to the 
idea of aliya. But he won't get up on 
the pulpit and tell his followers to 
move to Israel. If someone says he 
wants to go. he would check whether 
the person is suitable and could 
make a living here." 

An important member of the 
Bobov hassidic movement who de- 
cided to go on aliya was asked by 
friends: “What do you need it for? 
You’ll be a better Jew here.” But the 
hassid went to Israel nevertheless, 
bringing along his wife and many 
children, and is very happy here. 

The Lubavitch hassidim are very 
dedicated to Jewish existence, with 
representatives in remote towns who 
establish islands of Yiddishkeit. But 
the rebbe has never been to Israel, 
for reasons unknown to anyone ex- 
cept himself. “If he were to come . all 
his hassidim would follow,” says 
Oliva. 

The number of ultra-Orthodox 
Jews settling in Israel is increasing, 
and opposition to the idea has de- 
creased in many circles. The de- 
velopment of Emanuel, the haredi 
town in Samaria, has helped create 
this change in attitude. 

But many ultra-Orthodox Jews 
remain in the U.S.. simply because 
they are comfortably off and are 


allowed to develop their religious 
institutions without interference. 
The rebbes themselves, says Oliva, 
are pampered by their hassidim. and 
they too see little reason to go to 
Israel, where they would be "just 
another rebbe." Materialism has 
had a perceptible effect on the atti- 
tudes of ultra-Orthodox Jews in 
America, just as it has on secular 
Jews, says Oliva. 

THE FORMER emissary rejects cri- 
ticism of aliya shlihim . saving that 
they "represent the best of fsrael. 
and work very hard.” He is optimis- 
tic that aliya from the U.S. will 
increase as the Israeli economy sta- 
bilizes and has more to offer to 
technologically educated young 
Jews. 

He suggests that all World Zionist 
Organization emissaries - except for 
aliya emissaries - should be required 
to spend a number of days a week 
teaching Jewish and Israeli subjects 
in Jewish schools in their communi- 
ties. That work is at least as impor- 
tant. he says, as working with a small 
number of youngsters in youth 
movements or working in Jewish 
community centres. 

Pensioners, he concludes, can also 
be a good source of aliya. Instead of 
living on social security payments in 
Brooklyn or Miami, fearing muggers 
and being isolated from children 
who have moved away, they could 
live well on dollars in Israel. Since 
most are deterred by worry over 
health insurance. Oliva has con- 
tacted U.S. Jewish legislators and 
asked them ro persuade Medicare to 
set up an office here to pay for the 
medical needs of elderly Jews who 
move here. Since hospital care and 
outpatient clinics cost a fraction here 
of what they cost in the U.S.. Medi- 
care would save money by introduc- 
ing such an innovation, Oliva says. 


Lack of effort 
and goodwill

ISRAEL PHILHARMONIC ORCHESTRA,

THIS IS NOT a critique of the 
conductor, who tried his best to 
mould the music according to his 
interpretation; nor of the soloist, 
who performed with extreme skill 
and aplomb, fulfilling all the ex- 
pectations of the audience. This is. 
rather, a critique of the orchestra - 
its attitude and actions. 

. Granted, playing certain works - 
even the greatest music - 10 or 12 
times in a row makes it nearly im- 
possible to remain fresh and alert. It 
becomes work and, often, a drudge. 
But an orchestra that aspires to be 
counted among the finest in the 
world, and surely Number One in 
this country, must maintain a mini- 
mum of decorum and show active 
participation in its public artistic 
activities. 

On this occasion (and it is not the 
first), the orchestra members simply 
did not contribute in terms of effort 
and goodwill to make music in the 
best possible way. Was it lethargy, 
contempt for the conductor and the 
audience, or was it unwillingness to 
play outside Tel Aviv? 

.1 am voicing here not only ray 
personal observations and reserva- 
tions, but those of many members of 
the audience who complained to me 
about it. I feel it my duty to air this 
sad subject. Is the reduced size of the 


orchestra considered good enough 
for Jerusalem, or is it a sign of some 
new economy? 

As it was, Yoav Talrai tried des- 
perately to elicit a good perform- 
ance. Partos' Rondo is an early study 
in “Israeli” music, probably chosen 
for its length (about five minutes!) 
and to fulfil an obligation towards 
the performance of Israeli compos- 
ers; it is not a representative piece of 
value. Perahia caught the audience's 
fancy, and he could only retreat after 
adding to his impressive- perform- 
ance a Schubert Impromptu, played 
at modem speed. The Shostakovich 
Symphony seemed longer than 
usual.

THE CENTRE of attention this 
evening was, of course, Maya Welt- 
man as soloist, after all the publicity 


given her recent performance with 
the London Philharmonic; people 
were curious about the new star on 
the horizon. Maya played the solo in 
the Mendelssohn Concerto with 
great fluency and con-ect attention 
to all phrasing, dynamic and speed 
indications. The Concerto however 
is not a vehicle to judge artistic depth 
in interpretation or special qualities 
in approach, and ’ further hard stu- 
dies and a different repertoire are 
necessary to develop the young pian- 
ist's very promising talent into a 
really artistic career. Hopefully, ear- 
ly success and the shower of compli- 
ments from well-meaning people 
will not hinder her progress: Maya 
must be given time and proper atten- 
tion to fulfil the prophecies made for 
her. 

The new’ version of Haim Alexan- 
der’s Israeli Dances seems to be only 
a re-orchestration of the 1951 score. 
It added more depth and range of 
sound to the dances but, apparently, 
the composition itself was left un- 
touched. The six parts are full of 
good ideas (even if they recall the 


good old days of 35 years ago), but 
they are rather sketchy, and it seems 
a pity that Alexander’left the move- 
ments in their short form with unde- 
veloped themes and moods. The 
performance appeared to be well- 
rehearsed and received full attention 
from conductor and orchestra. 

Dahlia Atlas conducts with ele- 
gant though quite expansive move- 
ments of little variety: the sweeping 
movements in parallel motion re- 
mind one of choir conductors. As a 
reflection of her attitude and perso- 
nality. all the music sounds elegant 
as if life is all beauty and gracious- 
ness. This was especially obvious in 
the Brahms Symphony, where many 
dramatic developments and cli- 
maxes cry out for more strength, 
drive and leadership. The inter- 
pretation missed sharp edges and 
clearer profiles of the beginnings and 
endings of phrases. Transition also 
were not always clearly defined. 
Contrasts in dynamics were only 
indicated, robbing the great music of 
much of its impact. But, of course, 
this is a personal evaluation, and the 
audience obviously liked the con- 
ductor and her performance 
tremendously. The Jerusalem Sym- 
phony Orchestra cooperated well 
and thus contributed much to the 
evening's success.

Dinosaurs in the desert

SHE READS the landscape us if it 
were in Braille. For Dr. Naomi 
Goldsmith, the desert is an open - 
and fascinating - book. 

Working with a sense of purpose 
and few tools, she has found fossil 
remains in the Negev dating back 16 
to 17 million years. One such find 
gave her paleontology projeci its 
name: Anthracothere Hill. 

“I first believed that the fossil I 
had found was of an anthracothere. 
an animal similar to the pigmy hip- 
popotamus of Zaire." she says. "But 
subsequently it was determined that 
it was actually a rhinoceros." 

It is difficult to believe today, 
seeing the endless desert stretch out in 
every' direction, that these animals 
once roamed here. Goldsmith says 
that the area was once a giant seabed 
and that prospectors looking for oil 
in the Fifties even found an oyster 
reef on the way to Yeroham. 

Sifting sand for even the tiniest 
traces of these ancient animals. 
Goldsmith points to the vast Rotem 
Basin (lake, to her ). 

“Before the Syrian-African rift 
cracked up the area, this was at the 
foot of high mountains. We found 
remains of palm trees, giraffes and 
fish, among others. 

“There weren't many carnivores, 
except for enormous crocodiles. 
There were monkeys in the palm 
trees. Every spring, water would 
flood in and throw huge quantitites 
of dead animals up on the hills. 
These are the remains I 'm investigat- 
ing now." 

By the time Goldsmith and some 
colleagues published an article in 
Nature magazine (April 19P2). 
Anthracothere Hill had yielded 445 
specimens. “Just when I'm thinking 
that I found all that there is to be 
found, I find something else.” she 
says. 

GRANDMOTHER GOLDSMITH 
came late to paleontology after a 
career in physiology. She was on the 
Californian team that first investi-

gated the effects of the Pill on 
women. 

One of the most surprising find- 
ings, she says, was that women on 
the Pill had more minerals in their 
bones. But there were no funds to 
pursue this phenomenon. 

In Israel since 1978, Goldsmith 
has been frustrated in her attempts 
to get recognition for herwork here. 
She works out of her house in the 
villa-village of Omer near Beershe- 
ba. 

She has recently received a grant 
from the Energy Ministry. Earlier, 
she was partly funded by the Leakey 
Foundation. The Leakeys had found 
what were then believed to be the 
earliest remains of man in East Afri- 
ca. 

“In Israel, who cares about 
paleontology? Scientists here 
attempted at first to establish our 
legitimacy over the land so archeolo- 
gy was greatly encouraged," she 
says. "We are before the Bible, 
before people.” 


Her love of the past is infectious. 
Driving through the desert dust, she 
points to geological formations and 
fancies their histories. 

The Negev was once part of Afri- 
ca. At that time, she says, rhe Nile 
River was not vei in place and the 
Red Sea had not yet cut through. 
"The evidence is in a tiny set of teeth 
belonging to an Asian rodent (cteno- 
dacty 1 id ) found right here on 
Anthracothere Hill. That rodent 
could not have crossed on open 
ocean." 

Intuition and a three-dimensional 
sense are the key tools of paleontolo- 
gy. says Goldsmith. She would like 
to train people who have these qual- 
ities to work with her. to share her 
excitement. "We're small, but we've 
got great things; maybe even dino- 
saur remains were around. 

■ “This- -is -an -incredible area- the 
gateway between two continents. A 
billion footsteps have gone over ev- 
ery square metre of this region. 

“I think there are dinosaurs to be 
found here. In the past, things that 
were clearly re-usable - after all. 
fossil bones’are the poor man's ivory 
- got lost in the China trade for 
medicine.” 

On Anthracothere Hill, her only 
near neighbours are Beduinwho had 
to move their tents away on orders 
from the Green Patrol. They eye her 
with suspicion, but have come to 
accept, her presence. A young Be- 
duin girl asked her: Why are you 
doing this? 

Goldsmith reflected, then replied: 
It helps scientists improve sheep. 

"Paleontology," she explains la- 
ter. "influenced the modem science 
of generics. In paleontology, what is 
most fascinating is that you're look- 
ing at what nobody's ever seen be- 
fore, and yet it’s part of everybody's 
background.” 

And then she resumes her search 
for the I6-miilion-year-old fossils 
that walked this space with the 
hundreds she had already disco- 
vered.

Low-silhouetted Hyatt 
Regency rises on Mt Scopus

Jf if were a rower, the new Jeru- 
salem Hyatt Regency hotel would 
already be imposing itself on the 
landscape. As it is, the hotel that 
promises to be the largest and most 
luxurious in the Middle Hast, is ris- 
ing inconspicuously on the slopes of 
Ml. Scopus. 

The 604-room hotel, formed by a 
series of interconnected courtyards, 
gardens and terraces over a 50- 
dunam area, is making a determined 
effort ro fit into the Jerusalem scene, 
according to Samuel Fainsod. the 
local representative of the interna- 
tional group of investors buildingtfte 
hotel. It will, in effect, be a combina- 
tion of the traditional Hvait style, 
with an impressive atrium, and local 
style, with extensive use of Jeru- 
salem stone inside and our. 

The hotel will also have a pro- 
found effect on Jerusalem as one of 
the city's major employers. About 
600 residents are expected to find 
jobs there. Jt will also provide a new 
dimension to the city's tourist scene 
in the form of added entertainment 
and activities. 

In contrast to manv local hotels 


which are part of international 
chains, the contact here began long 
before the first shovelful of earth was 
turned over. Not only has Hyatt 
International had a say in the plan- 
ning of the hotel, it has also invested 
in the giant complex. 

Architect David Resnick has 
taken full advantage of the location. 
From the lobby, one has a spectacu- 
lar view over most of Jerusalem 
towards the Temple Mount. Much of 
the public area and most of the 
rooms share this view. 

The site is also one that should 
offer few difficulties to diplomats, 
since it is inside the enclave that 
belonged to Israel before the Six 
Day War. Thus, though the new 
government buildings nearby re- 
ceive their electricity from the East 
Jerusalem Electric Company, the 
Hyatt, like the nearby Hebrew Uni- 
versity and Hadassah Hospital, will 
have power supplied by the Israel 
Electric Corporation. 

Among the facilities of the hotel 
will be indoor and outdoor swim- 
ming pools, a health club and the 
Regency Club, an even more luxu- 
rious hotel ivirhin the regular hotel. 
There will be underground parking

for 296 cars, a separate staff drive- 
way and parking area, and another 
area for buses to park and unload 
their luggage, which will be sent 
directly To the rooms, rather than go 
throuah the main lobbv. 


Other facilities include 14 eleva- 
tors. a nightclub discotheque and a 
shopping centre that wiJJ be accessi- 
ble both from inside and outside the 
hotel. The entire structure is built 
around six courtyards, designed to 
give guests a feeling of the calm of 
Jerusalem. 


On entering the hotel, the guest 
will find himself in an atrium, six 
floors high. A stairway, going 
through waterfalls, will lead him to a 


tea lounge on a lower level. These 
same waterfalls also serve as a living 
curtain for the hotel's speciality res- 
taurant which, like all other facili- 
ties. will be strictly kosher. 

When the guest enters his room, 
using a computerized card insiead of 
a key. he will again find Jerusalem 
stone, this time highly polished, on 
table tops and in the bath. The 
ceiling will be high and with a semi- 
dome shape. In addition to such 
features as automatic finger-tip 
wake-up and temperature control 
buttons, there is a TV screen which 
flashes any message waiting for him' 
as he enters the room. 

The hotel's unofficial opening is 
scheduled for late summer. 


Food exports increased by 


a healthy 17% last year

Exports of processed foods reg- 
istered a 17 per cent gain in 19S4 over 
the preceding year, the director of 
the Ministry of Industry and Trade's 
food division. Gad Seen, reported 
yesterday. 

He said a total of S365 million of 
manufactured food items were sold 
abroad last year. 

These food" export figures do not 
include fresh agricultural produce, 
which last year accounted for $300m. 
in sales. 

Despite the sharp drop in citrus 
exports in recent years, processed 
citrus products showed a remarkable 
rise - $201m. last year, compared 
with S150m. in 1983. 

According to Soen, a cold wave 
that struck Florida last year, ruining 
its citrus crop, was behind the de- 
mand for Israeli citrus juices and 
concentrates. More than 800,000 
tons of citrus were processed during 
19.84. 

Other major food exports last year 
were: meat. S55m.: tomato pro- 
ducts. S3um.: vegetable presenes. 
S22m\: chocolates and sweets. 
SlOra.: frozen vegetables, $9m. ; and 
dehydrated vegetables. S8m. 

Though the proposed U.S. -Israel 


free trade area agreement is offering 
some hope to Israeli food manufac- 
turers. significant tariff reductions 
for Israeli foods - even if the agree- 
ment is ratified - will not become 
effective for several years. 

Meanwhile, the imminent entry of 
Spain and Portugal into the EEC "is 
expected to seriously hurt our agri- 
cultural exports to the Common 
Market." Soen said. It is therefore 
anticipated that an increasing 
volume of Israel's agricultural pro- 
duce will be processed. 

Soen estimates that Israeli food 
exports will reach approximately 
S500m. a year by 1987. In the past 
three years, he said, $250m. have 
been invested in the building of new 
plants and expansion of existing ones 
in the processed food sector. Overall 
output of the sector stands at S4.2 
billion a year and it employs 45.000 

Yael Artzi, the head of the food 
division at the Export Institute, said 
that among the more than 400 buyers 
expected from abroad for Food 
Week (January 20-24) is a five- 
member delegation from the U.S. 
defence establishment. They will de- 
cide whether to buy Israeli foods for 
the 750.000 U.S. servicemen sta- 
tioned in Europe. 


Energy Minister calls on 
synagogues to save electricity

The country's synagogues should 
do more to conserve electricity, 
according to Energy Minister Mostie 
Shahal. As a result, his ministry, in 
conjunction with the Religious 
Affairs Ministry's synagogue depart- 
ment. has prepared a detailed plan 
for greater economy in the houses of 
worship. 

The plan is divided into two parts: 
specifications for architects blue- 
printing new' synagogues, and con- 
servation measures for existing 
structures. The latter include in- 
structions for proper building insula- 
tion, replacement of existing light 
fixtures with more efficient ones and 
utilization of time-switches to turn 
off lighting, heating and ajrcondi- 
tieming systems when no services are 
in progress. 

To encourage synagogue officers 
to cooperate, the Religious Affairs 
Ministry will offer grants equal to 50 
per cent of the cost of making the 
energy-saving changes. In addition, 
a seminar on energy conservation 
will be held soon for synagogue 
wardens. 

In related news, tbe Energy Minis- 


ter has teamed up with the Ministry 
of Construction and Housing to 
make Kfar Sava a "model city for 
innovations in fuel conservation." 

The two ministries have agreed 
that building practices in this country 
must be changed to increase fuel 
savings. The Public Works Depart- 
ment has already been asked to 
include a new requirement in con- 
struction plans for public buildings: a 
list of applicable energy conserva- 
tion procedures, as an integral ele- 
ment in the construction and also in 
the operation of the completed 
structure. 

Meanwhile, an economic feasibil- 
ity study commissioned by the two 
ministries will soon be ready, to 
indicate whether it pays for fiat own- 
ers in existing buildings to invest in 
major thermal insulation projects. 
The study a wiil determine whether 
such outlaw would eventually be set 
off by flat owners' savings in heating 
and cooling expenditures. 


Export policy is a vital need

TEL AVIV. - "Unless government 
policy makers start drawing up an 
export policy soon we can within six 
months expect an economic crisis. 
The number of jobless then will 
make the present number seem like 
a full-employment paradise." This is 
stated by Ya'acov Even-Ezra. the 
newly elected chairman of the Ex- 
port Institute. 

Even-Ezra. 54. Jerusalem-born 
and educated at the Technion. beads, 
with his partner. Menachem Yam- 
Shahor. the Kobim and Yamco fac- 
tories. both of which make metal 
furniture and are among the biggest 
suppliers of the Israel Defence 
Forces and the public works depart- 
ment. Even-Ezra is also chairman of 
Magal. which makes security fences. 
All three firms are engaged in ex- 
port. 

"Exporting is a science in itself: 
and one of the most important pans 
of this science is knowing your mar- 
kets and learning how to’ promote 
your products. But above all. we 
need a roadmap - we have to know 
where we are going. At present, our 
policy-makers are leaving us stumb- 
ling in the dark. We don't even know 
what we will receive this year under 
the exchange rate insurance scheme 
- and we have to base our pricing on 
euesswork." 


Even-Ezra believes that Israel's 
national slogan today must be "ex- 
port to survive." 

•*If there is any other wav to cut 
the adverse balance of commercial 
payments. I don’t see it; and I have 
never met anyone who knew of a 
satisfactory method. It is either ex- 
port. or collapse. And our policy 
makers are just not making policy. " 
In 1984. industrial exports grew by 
S500 million, or 16.5 percent. "If the 
proper steps are taken, they can 
increase by SI billion this year. All it 
needs is planning and the promise 
that our exports will be profitable. 
You can't expect industrialists to 
export and lose money." 

He firmly believes thar tbe Sib. 
hike in the current year, and a 25 per 
cent increase in each of the following 
two years can be achieved. 

For the current year, no additional 
investments are needed. Industrial 
capacity is only being exploited by 
about 80 per cent. Another five per 
cent, now going to the local market, 
can be diverted to exports. "Thus, 
we have 25 percent for this year. ” 
But in both 1986 and 1987. more 
investment funds will have to be 
poured into industrial undertakings, 
to increase their capacity . 

If the adverse commercial balance 
is $2.5b. todav. he thinks that "with-

The Cabinet on Sunday approved 
the draft of an amendment to the 
Inquiiy Commission Law. conceived 
with a view to protecting the good 
name of Israel's banks in the interna- 
tional financial world. 

This draft, which will be tabled in 
the Knesset in a ‘day or two. would 
enable commissions of inquiry to 
close sessions and excise material 
from reports "in order to prevent

The law as It stands lists other 
spheres in which commissions may 
close sessions, but financial matters 
are not included. 

Communications Minister 
Amnon Rubinstein pointed out that 
the amendment was unjustifiably 
broad in its sweep and could be used 
by any commission of inquiry in the 
future, not only the bank shares 
crash inquiry, in a manner liable ro 
create the impression of arbitrari- 
ness.

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Interest rate hike fails to boost sterling 


LONDON (Reuter). - The British 
government sharply raised interest 
rites yesterday but it failed to bolster 
the pound sterling, which fell even 
lower by the end of European trad- 
ing? a* the dollar soared to its highest 
level for over a decade. 

‘In an effort to end the current 
markets’ doubts about the pound. 
Britain's major commercial banks all 
increased their base lending rates by 
1.5 percentage points, to 12 percent, 
it was the second base rale rise since 
edriy on Friday, when the banks 
increased their rates from 9.5 per 
item and 9.75 per cent. 

* • This time the banks acted in direct 
response to a signal from the Bank of 
England, which reinstituted its mini- 
mum lending rate (MLR) for the day 
as u guide and set it at 12 per cent. 
This camcafter emergency talks be- 
tween Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher and Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Nigel Lawson. 

Sterling was lifted briefly over 
SI. 13 from a low in Asian trading 
yesterday of SI-1020. But the rally 
fizzled out and the government en- 
ded the day fighting off charges its 
economic policy was in tatters. 

Sterling closed in London at 
Sj.1115, compared with Friday's 
cfose of SI. 1247 and was lower than 
its opening level vesterday here of 
SI. 1130. 

The stock market suffered one of 
its biggest slumps, with losses wiping 
£4.4 billion (S4.9b.) from share 
values on investors' fears for the 
economy from higher interest rates 
and uncertainty over the economic 
situation. 

The Financial Times 30-share in- 
dex fell 19 points, to 949.3, after a 
14-point drop on Friday. 

In Parliament Lawson heard 
opposition Labour Party spokesman 
Roy Hattersley describe the day’s 
events as “a disaster for the economy 
and a humiliation for the Chancel- 
lor." 

Lawson stood firm, telling the 
House of Commons that the pound's 
recent decline was due to the dollar's 
strength, uncertainty over oil prices 


and fears that the government might 
abandon its tight monetary policies 
in the face of demands for higher 
borrowing and higher spending. 

Today's interest rate rise demons- 
trated the government’s determina- 
tion to resist those demands, main- 
tain sound monetary conditions and 
fight inflationary pressures. The 
said. 

Hattersley said the government’s 
policy of non-intervention in the 
exchange markets had collapsed and 
Thatcher’s whole economic prog- 
ramme was in shambles. “Its inade- 
quacies have been emphasized by 
incompetence and vacillation over 
the last week.” he said. 

This is the second time in a year 
that interest rates have been raised 
sharply to bolster the pound. Last 
July, with the behind-the-scenes en- 
couragement of the government, 
bank base rates spiralled upwards by 
2 3 /i percentage points, to 12 per cent, 
to counter a sterling .slump. 

The latest decline has for the first 
time raised fears that the pound may 
fall to or below parity with the dol- 
lar. 

An editorial in the tabloid Sun, 
Britain's top-selling daily newspaper 
and a staunch supporter of Thatcher, 
yesterday morning begged her to 
“go to the barricades for the 
pound." 

But the London Standard, also a 
ConseTva rive newspaper, reacted to 
the day’s news with the headline: 
“Lawson hits die panic button." 

The opposition Labour Party also 
said the MLR move was a panic 
measure which would damage pros- 
pects of reducing the high 13 per cent 
unemployment, while minority 
Liberal leader David Steel blamed 
Lawson's “off-handed negligence" 
for the crisis. 

Traders were surprised by the 
firmness of the government's action. 
Lawson and Thatcher have in the 
past preferred as a matter of policy 
to let the pound find its own level. 

Thatcher suspended MLR - the 
British bank rate - in 19S1 in line 
with this policy and its reintroduc-

Up-trend in shares continues 


TEL AVIV. - The same basic trends 
which dominated the stock market 
on Sunday - falling prices for index- 
linked bonds and rises for shares - 
continued yesterday, but on the 
whole the atmosphere was more sub- 
dued. 

Although selling pressure con- 
tinued on index-linked bonds, the 
comforting news coming out of Fi- 
nance Ministry sources that "no- 
thing would be done to harm these 
bonds.” helped to ease up the desire 
to sell. Nevertheless, the movement 
out of all sorts of schemes which use 
index-linked bonds as their base, 
such as savings schemes, advanced 
training and provident funds, con- 
tinued. The low index expected to- 
day helps rhese persons “’lose" less 
than they do in months where the 
index is high. 

Moreover, according to one 
source, the wave to get out of the 
advanced training fund schemes will 
surge at the end of the current 
month, since then it will be exactly 
six years tbat several large institu- 
tions took the initiative in enrolling 
their workers in them. So. unless 
something is done to persuade these 
workers to "roll over" the funds they 
have in these schemes, a sharp drop 
in the price of index-linked bonds 
can be expected. 

The funds which over the past few 
days flowed out of index-linked 
bonds seem to be flowing into the 
free shares. Yesterdav the market

had a buoyant feeling, with 279 
shares rising and only 30 falling. 
Although the rises and falls were not 
as pronounced as on the previous 
day. the fact that The upward trend 
continued generated a good feeling. 
Many mutual funds, which are the 
most active agents in the share mar- 
ket. are now keeping their fingers 
crossed, hoping that a wave of profit- 
taking will not reverse the upward 
trend.

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Skewed priorities 


THE OPERATIONAL programme of a national unity govern- 
ment. even more than that of an ordinary coalition govern- 
ment. cannot be based on the constituent parties’ election 
platforms. It must be anchored in agreed basic policy guidelines 
of the government, and in the coalition agreement. No aspect 
of government activity is immune from the application of this 
principle. 

But the basic policy guidelines, and the coalition agreement, 
must also be subject to sensible rules of interpretation. And this 
is true as well for matters on which these instruments are silent. 

In joining together to form a government last September the 
Likud and the Alignment made some concessions to each 
other's views on settlement in Judea, Samaria and the Gaza 
District. Thus it was stipulated that new settlements would be 
established in the territories only by a majority decision of the 
cabinet. This assured the Alignment of a right of veto. But the 
Alignment agreed that five to six new settlements would be put 
up within the first year of the government. 

Last Wednesday, representatives of the two blocs, including 
the defence minister for the Alignment and the vice-premier for 
the Likud, met to approve sites for six such settlements to be 
established by next September. 

The decision was a compromise of sorts, in that the sites 
chosen were on the periphery of, though not within, the 
boundaries of the A lion Plan. Also, the decision only referred 
to locations, not to the allocation of funds needed to actually 
establish the settlements. Yet it is a safe enough bet that, 
sooner or later, the Likud, invoking this decision, based as it is 
on the guidelines, will insist on implementation. 

This, despite the well-known fact that there is no money in 
the till to succour desperately pressed development towns, that 
medicines and medical care are being withheld from patients in 
dire need for lack of funds - and that, as it is, some 400 flats in 
existing West Bank settlements are empty for lack of takers. 

The Likud will exact its ideological pound of flesh. If the new 
settlements make havoc with the intention, also declared in the 
guidelines, to cut public expenditures, never mind; and if they 
make a mockery' of the pledge to invite Jordan to start peace 
negotiations with Israel, so much the better. Although that 
pledge too is in the guidelines. 

Unlike the issue of settlements, the matter of Who's a Jew is 
for once excluded from the coalition instruments. The leaders 
of the Likud are thus flee from whatever obligation they 
incurred in the past to promote the passage of the amendment 
to the Law of Return demanded by the religious parties, which 
would invalidate for the purpose of aUya any but strict 
Orthodox conversions. The amendment is to be brought up in 
the Knesset tomorrow. 

If ever the time was inappropriate for such divisive exercises, 
that time is plainly now. If the mooted amendment were 
adopted, the prime minister has warned, it would destroy the 
unity of the Jewish people, which is mostly non-Orthodox. 
Even some religious leaders privately acknowledge that the 
resolution of the Who's a Jew dilemma is not at the top of the 
current national agenda. But the religious parties, egged on by 
the ultra-Orthodox zealots among them, are deaf to the voice of 
reason. 

No matter what their chances of winning parliamentary 
approval may be, they must, it seems, demonstrate to their 
backers here and abroad thar they are fighting for the faith. 

Paradoxically, their chances may be rather better now than 
they were during the seven years of Likud rule. This is not 
merely because some Liberal deputies who in the past repre- 
sented their party’s more truly liberal wing are no longer 
members of the Knesset. It is because the Likud, but mainly 
Herut, though less than religiously devout, is anxious to win the 
favour of the religious parties by dispensing favours to them. 

Avoiding a disastrous rift between Israel and the diaspora is 
apparently of lesser importance for the Likud than exacting, 
wherever opportunity calls, political advantage. 


Waiting for the jury 


THE CASE of Sharon v. Time went to the juiy yesterday, and a 
time now. Friends of the industry 


verdict is expected any time now. Friends of the industry and 
trade absentee-minister are said to have already prepared, not 
without his own cooperation, a triumphant welcome for their 
hero when he comes back home from New York. 

There is, of course, no telling with certainty what the verdict 
will be. The worst may conceivably happen: in that case Ariel 
Sharon could lay the result to the same kind of anti-Semitism 
which, he claims, prompted Time to publish what he terms a 
“blood libel" not only about an Israeli defence minister but 
about the whole State of Israel and the entire Jewish people. 

However, there are good reasons to believe that Mr. Sharon 
will not fail in his main substantive contention against the U.S. 
news magazine. 

For it has been obvious from the start of the trial that Time 
had no documentary proof whatever that Mr. Sharon had 
encouraged Lebanon's Phaiangist leaders to avenge the assas- 
sination of President Bashir Jemayel by killing Palestinians. 
Contrary to Time's assumption, no information to that effect 
was included in the secret Appendix B to the Kahan Commis- 
sion's Report on the Sabra and Shatilia massacres. MK Yossi 
Sarid. no great admirer of Mr. Sharon, made that plain months 
ago on the basis of his own reading of the report. 

When Justice Kahan confirmed it in his testimony to the 
federal court, even Time's chief attorney had to concede the 
point. The jury can hardly fail to take this into account. But 
while it may win him the case, will it necessarily help 
rehabilitate Mr. Sharon's reputation - and gain him the 
leadership of Herut, and eventually of the nation, as he no 
doubt hopes? 

Mr. Sharon lost the defence portfolio not because of any false 
reports in Time magazine, but because of charges openly made 
against him in the published portion of the Kahan Commis- 
sion's Report. He was found guilty of dereliction of duty in that 
he had disregarded the very real danger of massacre at Sabra 
and ShatillaTand had not taken measures to prevent or reduce 
the danger. 

But it is not for Sabra and Shatilia that Sharon gained a 
reputation for unprincipled unscrupulousness. In fact his focus 
on that may well be aimed to deflect attention from the real case 
against him - which is his authorship of the whole Lebanese 
mis-adventure.

Time to fight

IN THE EARLY MONTHS of 
1974, while 300.000 men were mobil- 
ized in the front lines against Egypt 
and Syria in the aftermath of the 
Yom Kippur War, week after week 
passed in futile attempts to set up a 
new government after the December 
31 elections. 

The economy was fast coming to a 
standstill, there was a real possibility 
of a war of attrition on the Golan 
Heights, thousands were still re- 
covering from their war wounds in 
the hospitals - and the National 
Religious Party decided to dig in its 
heels on the issue of adding the 
words “according to Halacha" to the 
terms of the Law of Return defining 
acceptable conversion to Judaism. 

The impasse was finally broken by 
an inspired act by then-minister of 
defence Mosbe Dayan, wbo took 
recourse to spurious reports of an 
impending Syrian attack on the 
Golan Heights. Only under that 
threat did the NRP give in and agree 
to enter a government, while cover- 
ing itself with some meaningless 
face-saving formula. 

The conversion-according-to- 
Halacha issue has continued to be an 
obsessive dybbuk of the religious 
camp in Israeli politics since 1970. 
when Golda Meir first gave in to 
NRP demands to amend the Law of 
Return to define “Who is a Jew" in 
an Orthodox interpretation. 

The issue has become less and less 
one of religious belief and more and 
more a naked fight for power. Ironi- 
cally, the religious parties, which 
failed to carry the day for their cause 
during the seven years of the Begin 
governments, despite Menachem 
Begin’s personal commitment to 
their cause, are now trying again, 
when their political power seems to 
have been sharply reduced. 


IN THE PRESENT Knesset, the 
four religious parties have 12 seats, 
compared with the 28 the NRP and 
the two Aguda factions had in the 
early 1970s. 

Nose-counters in the Knesset

Sir, - The pnma facie assumption 
that can be made when trying to 
assess Soviet policies and action is 
that self-interest is the primary and 
often the only consideration. From 
this we can assume the Soviets hope 
to gain from their present stepped- 
up campaign against the Jews. 

As a result of their actions, the 
Soviets have found themselves faced 
with a great deal of pressure from the 
international community. Yet they 
are apparently unmoved by the 
mounting wave of criticism. From a 
public image perspective, the 
Soviets are paying a high price for 
what appears to be a random and 
rather meaningless hardening of 
their stance against the Jews. 

The Soviets never pay a high price 
or take a big risk without the promise 
of a gain of some kind. I personally 
believe that Soviet Jewry is a pawn 
which is destined to become the 
trump card in a complex plan to 
achieve for the Soviet Union two 
major objectives on the internation- 
al scene. The first is the re- 
acquisition of a powerful sphere of 
influence in the Middle East, far 
greater than anything in the past. 
The second is a spectacular prop- 
aganda victory over the United 
States by being seen, in the eyes of 
the nations, both East and West, as 
the real world leader in the pursuit of 
peace. 

For some time now we have heard 
consistent calls from the pro-Soviet 
nations for an international confer- 
ence on peace for the Middle East, 
which would include the USSR as 
a major participant. A great deal of 
effort is being expended by the 
Soviets in order to make this confer- 
ence a reality. The main obstacle is 
that Israel and/or the U.S. will not 
participate in such a meeting, and 
that without at least the presence of 
Israel, the conference would be a 
farce. The challenge before the 
Soviets is how to induce Israel to 
participate. This is where the Soviet 
Jews come in the equation. 

Israel has repeatedly stated that it 
would be impossible to negotiate 
with a nation that is in effect holding 
hostage one of the world's largest 
Jewish communities. The delicacy of 
Israel's position in relation to the 
USSR because of the Soviet Jews 
is witnessed in Israel's recurring 
statements to the effect that she does 
not consider herself an “enemy 11 of 
the Russian state. Israel has repe- 
atedly resisted pressure from the 
U.S. to take a more open anti-Soviet 
stance as would seem logical because 
of the ever-increasing closeness of 


maintain, however, that there is a 
fifty-fifty chance that the private 
member's bill tabled by the religious 
lobby on the matter will pass its 
preliminary reading scheduled for 
tomorrow. 

The explanation for this seeming 
anomaly lies in the paradoxes of 
Israeli politics.

But in 
terms of practical politics, they are 
each looking forward to the fall of 
the present national unity govern- 
ment and are competing for the 
support of the religious in a subse- 
quent narrow government, before or 
after new elections. 

Most of the secular politicians in 
the Likud, and some in Labour, are 
ready to give in to the religious on 
this issue because they tend to mini- 
mize the practical impact of such a 
sell-out of aliya from the West. Va- 
rious reports speak of there being 
less than a dozen immigrants a year 
from the West whose conversions 
would be challenged under the 
amended law. 

In regard to American Jewry, it is 
truly a power fight. Obscurantist 
ultra-Orthodoxy. whose self- 
confidence if not aumbers have 
grown in recent years in Israel, is 
determined to show pluralist Juda- 
ism. which characterizes the U.S. 
and the entire West, who really 
controls the Jewish people. 


and ‘60s by a rabbinate that insisted 
on putting their Jewish credentials 
under a magnifying glass, and similar 
fights occurred over the Jewishness 
of the Bene Israel immigrants from 
India and the Karaite Jen's from 
Egypt. 

In the 1970s. one of the factors 
increasing the percentage of drop- 
outs among the Jews leaving the 
Soviet Union was the treatment 
meted out to couples with mixed 
marriage by the majority of the rab- 
binate that found Chief Rabbi Shlo- 
mo Goren's liberal conversion proc- 
edures anathema. 

The current reprise of that perni- 
cious past is the trouble being made 
by various elements in the rabbinate 
iii regard to the Jewishness of the 
Ethiopian Jews. 


BUT THE ISSUE has important 
human and social dimensions. It is 
shameful to recall the hounding of 
some Holocaust victims in the 1950s 


ALL OF THIS is a reflection of the 
increasingly reactionary nature of 
the mainstream of the Israeli rabbin- 
ate and of the breakdown of confi- 
dence in the religious-Zionist camp, 
which is being pulled along by the 
most obscurantist elements in ultra- 
Orthdoxy. 

This trend cannot be successfully 
countered by catering to it through 
compromises. What must be done is 
to fight it openly. 

The best example that comprom- 
ise does not work can be found in the 
drama unfolding around the building 
of the Ganei Hammat Hotel in 
Tiberias. The foreign investors back- 
ing the hotel gave in to the initial 
demands of the Atra Kadisha. at a 
cost of millions of dollars, so there 
would be no halachic quibble about 
ancient burial sites under the hotel. 
The investors found that their readi- 
ness to be understanding only 
brought further impossible de- 
mands. 

Tbe hypocrisy of it all is that the 
Atra Kadisha people were involved 
in the desecration of the Mishna- 
period graves at Beit Shearim. and 
that the ultra-Orthodox rabbis are 
fully aware that some of their institu- 
tions in Jerusalem are built on

the U.S.-Israe! military relationship. 

It is not difficult to imagine that 
the offering of the freedom of Soviet 
Jewry would be perceived by tbe 
world at large and Israel in particular 
as a rather magnanimous gesture of 
good faith. As such, we can expect 
that at some time in the foreseeable 
future, the Russians will bring the 
Soviet Jews' into the picture. 

From this we can begin to under- 
stand the recent hardening of 
policies against the Jews. In order to 
elevate the importance of Jewish 
freedom from Russia, it was neces- 
sary first to wean Israel and the West 
from the good old days of the 2970s 
when a mass exodus from the 
USSR was permitted. A second 
factor is the natural problem the 
state will generate among its own 
peoples, if they once again permit a 
massive emigration of Jews while not 


extending the same privilege to 
others. An excellent way to over- 
come this obstacle is to artificially 
“create" an internal “Jewish prob- 
lem." The Soviets are fanning the 
embers of anti-Semitism to prepare 
its population for the exit of the 
Jews. If and when the Soviets make 
good on their promise to the West to 
start to free Jews* this will be per- 
ceived by the masses in the USSR 
as a welcome solution to their Jewish 
problem. 

The Soviets obviously feel that 
they can play a major and effective 
role in the proposed peace confer- 
ence and that it is within their ability 
to bring about a peace settlement in 
the Middle East. They are going to 
great pains to be given the opportun- 
ity Co prove it.

But on that they 
prefer to remain silent, as one might 
expect of cynical politicians. 


ONE OF THE BEST things that has 
happened this week is that the reli- 
gious lobby derided to reject the 
time-buying compromises offered by 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres. 
Labour fix-all Mosbe Shahal and 
coalition chairman Rafi Edri. This 
means that there is no choice but to 
fight. 

The private member's bill can only 
be fought this week by lobbying 
wavering Likud MKs. But even if the 
bill passes its preliminary reading, 
this should be seen more as a call to 
arms than a defeat. 

First of all, most private bills that 
do pass their preliminary readings 
never make it through Die formal 
first reading. But such a loss at the 
preliminary stage may be just the 
thing the supporters of pluralist 
Judaism need to energize them.* 

Large parts of the organized 


American Jewish community hn-.c 
already registered their determined 
opposition to the amendment. The\ 
are making threatening noises about . 
the coffers of the Jewish Agency 
which depend on contributions from 
the UJA. 

A much more effective step, it the 
bill does indeed pass its preliminary- 
reading with the help of the Likud, 
would be for the Jew ish federations 
immediately to sever all their con- 
nections with the scores of Jewish 
Agency- emissaries in their respec- 
tive communities. 

In the agency itself, it is high time 
that the majority eliminated the tens 
of millions of dollars being allocated 
to anti-Zionist institutions. 

Prime Minister Peres must be 
brought around to understand that 
just because there are so many more 
crucial issues around, this is one cn 
which he should lead the fight rather 
than give in.

During the last 36 vears 
whenever the Slate of Israel needed 
our support, we were Jews. Where 
did we go wrong?
